Snr, —I observod in Tuesday's daily an arti- 
ole on ‘‘ tho Estimates,” in which an improved 
financial condition of our city is claimed on 
account of the proposal to levy this year only 
11 mills on the dollar for municipal purposes, 

It appeara to mo that this is very much like

A shooting match took place ov r the Pio- 
ton ritle-range yesterday, between teams coi- 
posed of Picton and Belleville marksmen.

Education in North Hastings, rf 
To the Warden and Council of the County of 
Hastings ah 


_GENTCKMEN,—In prossoting for your con- 
sideration my report on the Public Schools of 
North Hastings for the yoar 1880, I am pleas: 
od to bs ablo to adviso you of a considorable 
amount of progres. 

Ditlioulties, numerous and discouraging, 
retard the advancemont of eduoation in every 
county, In such districts as that of which J 
havo tho ovorsight, many disheartening infla- 
ences havo to be contended against, of which 
Trustees, Toachers, and Inspectors in older, 
Woalthier, and more densely populated conn« 
tics kuow little or notbing, Taking those 
into considoration, our schools aro in a fairly 
satisfactory condition. 

SCHOOL TAXATION, 

By tho kindness of the clotks of the differ- 
ent municipalities I have been enabled to get 
trustworthy informationfregarding the rates 
of school taxation. 

In Rawdon, the average rate was 4 mills, 
the rates ranging from 2 2-% mills, in 8.8. No, 
8, to 8 3.5 millsin SS, No, bl, In Hunting. 
don, tho average was 8 mills, the rates rang- 
ing from 4 2-5 mills, in S. 8. No. 12, to Int 
mills io 8S, 8, No. 13.

The year 1880 contained 222 teaching days, 
'n Rawdon, the schools were in operation for 
2 1 days; in Huntingdon, for 206 daya; in 
Madoc, for 193 days ; in Elzevir, 179. days ; 
in Duugannon and Faraday, for 176 daya; in 
Tudor, Limerick, Cashel and Wollaston, for 
182 days ; in Marmora and Lake, for 188 days; 
io Bangor, Wicklow and MoClare, for 145 
days ; in Monteagle and Herschel, for 152 
dsya ; in Carlow and Mayo, for 153 days; in 
Stirling, for 222 days ; and in Madoc village, 
for 22] days. The average time for which 
they were open in the Inspectorate was 185 

ays. 

| The practice of keeping a school open for 
only a part of the school year is fraught with 
injury to the children of the Section. Were 
the same teacher retained for several succes- 
sive terois,less harm would result, but this is 
very rarcly the case. A new teacher, and, as 
arule, a poor one, every year, is the unfailing 
concomitant of the system. 

I fear it must continue in some localities. 
In others, there are no cogont reasons for its 
adoption. It is essentially a penny-wise and 
pound: foolish system. In many places it is 

erpetuated by the carelessness and apathy of 

rustees and parents, In other Sections, it 
is maintained by influential taxpayers who 
have no personal interest in the welfare of 
the achool. 

‘Keep down the taxes’ is always a popu- 
lar cry too; frequently is the school made to 
sufferon account of extravagance in other 
matters. 


SOHOOL POPULATION AND ATTENDANCE. 

The number of persons from 5 to 16, in the 
Inspectorate, as reported by ‘T'rustecs, was 
§271. 
Four Qhousand nine hundred and forty-three 
pupils, of all ages, were in attendance during 
some part of the year.

Daily Autelligence. 
BELLEVILLE, MONDAY, JULY 4. 
- Comets. 


The comet which is now seen nightly in 

the northern sky is an object of great in- 
terest, Sundry of our contemporaries haye 
devoted a considerable amount of space to 
the subject of comets, and frem them we 
glean the following information ;—The (Be 
tounding velocity of these bodies, thoir 
terrific appearance, their eccentric motions, 
aweeping towards the sun from all diree- 
tions, have rendered them objects of terror 
and dread in all ages. They come up from 
below the plano of the ecliptic or plunge 
downwards towards the run from above, 
sweep awiftly round this their great centre 
and with wonderful swiftness wing their 
flight far into the fathomless regions of 
space ; in some cases never t) reappear 
again to human vision, In the early ages 
of the world superstition regarded comets 
with awe and looked upon them as omens 
of pestilence and war, and even in modern 
times no eye can look upon the fiery train 
spread out upon the midnight sky and 
watch the eccentric motions of these anoma- 
lous objects without a feeling of dread. 
The vast trains of light which are some- 
times seen to accompany comets are only 
displayedin their approsch to the sun. They 
attain their greatest splendor while the com- 
et is in the act of passing its perihelion and 
asit recedes into space the tail fades 
away. When near the sun they move with 
increased velocity. Arago divides comots 
into three classes with reference to their 
physical constitution. le thinks they 
occasionally appear round and with well 
defined planetary discs,ahowing them to be 
solid opaque bodies, in all respects resemb- 
ling planets, and only differing from these 
in the great eccentricity of theirorbits. A 
second class of comets comprehend those in 
which there is a nucleus but devoid of 
opacity, permitting the light to perentrate 
through even that portion which may be 
solid. The third class and that by fer the, 
most numerous, comprehend those comets 
destitute entirely of any solid nucleus, con- 
sisting of matter so attenuated as to com- 
pare fairly with nothing of which we have 
any knowledge in the earth’s surface. Many 
comets have no nucleus,and a large propor- 
tion have no tail, A question has often 
been asked, and asked with considerable 
anxiety, what would be the consequence 
should a comet strike our earth? For in- 
stance, Brela’s comet has been an object 
of fear to many on account of the nearness 
with which it has approached, not the 
earth, but a point of the earth's path, 
Beyond, however, a disturbance of the at- 
mosphere, we have no reason to apprehend 
any danger to our earth from its coming 
into contact with it. The density of comets 
is so small that the earth might pass 
through the tail of one without our being 
aware of it, And the earth did pass 
through the tail of one on the 4th of May, 
1857. The one visible to us has not yet 
been fully identified. The astrenomers, 
however, are at work and will doubtless 
soon be able to tell us whether there is any 
record of its previous appearance, or 
whether It is an entire stranger to which 
the eye of man is now directed for the first 
time. 

Prof, Tyndall hus put forth a theory that 
the tail is formed by tho solar light being 
deprived of its luminous and calorific rays 
while passing through the head of the com- 
et, which will, howeyer, allow the actinic 
rays to pass through and form a thin, filmy 
cloud behind the comet. 

The astronomer Richard A. Procter,how- 

ever, believes thac the production uf 
comet's tail is due to some, as yet undefi- 
ned, repulsive action of the san, which has 
the power of throwing out from the neuclus 
of the. comet tho gigantic tail with which 
most of them are seen. Experiments on 
the subject are being made by some emi- 
nent German scientists with a view of 
finding out the existeaco and nature of 
this solar repulsive force, if indeed, it 
exists. 

The northward motion of the comet is 
astonishingly rapid. The actual rate can- 
not be told until its distance from the carth 
has been ascertained, but whatever that 
distance may be the comet's speed is fright- 
ful. Its quick journey from tho southern 
into the no} hemisphere, assuming 
that it isthe comet seen by Dr. Gould in 
South America about June 1, is proof of its 
qslities asm racer, It has already quitted 
the neighborhood of Oapolls, the star that 
at first served to indicate its place in the 


sky, and is sweeping upward and to the 
left toward the North Star.

The 
crowded steamer moots with an accident, 
the unexpert nayigator upsote his sail boat, 
or a clumsy member of tho party upsets tho 
skiff, and the ocoupants of tho oraft are loft 
| foundering in the water. In tho majority 
of cases a largo percentage of tho malos 
and ninoty-nine hundredths of the fomales 
aro unable to keep themselves afloat, and 
a0 the lives are lost—in muny cases not 
only of those who are unskilled in the art 
of notation, but of atrong awimmors who 
are fastened upon by tho helpless ones who, 
frantio with fright, clutch with a death 
grasp and carry down to death those who 
could havo saved thom had they not pre- 
vented by their terrorized strugglings. 
Take tho caso of the lamentable disaster at 
London on the 24th of May as an instance, 
The ill-fated Victoria upset in a narrow 
stream of deep water, but a few yards from 
the bank, and yet many were drowned who 
could beyond doubt have reach ace of 
safety could they have swam thirt¥Teet, or 
could they have trod water and kept their 
heads above the surface for a fow minutes, 

Clearly, therofore, as an exchange forci- 
bly urges, it isan imperative duty for all 
who are responsible for tho education of 
children, female as well as malo, to have 
them taught to swim. They need not 
inour'any peril in learning as there are fow 
localities that do not in one form or an- 
other, afford facilities for bathing. The 
ability to keep afloat a very few minutes 
will often save lives that would otherwise 
be lost, as on ordinary occasiuns help is not 
far off and will be speedily rendered, But 
many, unaccustomed to a plunge in deep 
water, open their mouths to scream for 
help, take in water and sink before the 
help can arrive. In some places, though we 
are sorry to say notin so many aa there 
ought to be,there are bath houses anchored 
in suitable situations with plank flooring 
and varying depths adapted to children and 
adults. Ropes are suspended from beams 
overhead enabling timid persons to venture 
even beyond their depth without danger. 
Such bath houses are admirably adapted 
for beginners in the art and exerciso of 
awimming, affording as they do the advan- 
tage of some depth of water combined with 
perfect safety. One can never kuow what 
he can do asa swimmer in very shallow 
water, as there is not volume enough of 
the fluid beneath him to buoy him up. At 
the same time none but experts should 
venture more than a fow feet from the 
shore or a wharf in deep water. 

The New York Herald recently referred 
to a communication in a London acientific 
journal by Mr. Harry McCormac, in which 
that gentlema adyises persons caught in 
deep water without the ability to swim 
to imitate the motions of adog. He says : 
“The brute in the water continues to go on 
all fours, and the man who wishes to save 
his life and cannot otherwise swim must do 
80 too, striking alternately one-two, one- 
two, without hurry or precipitation.” These 
aud other suggestions may be valuable in 
some cases aud emergencies, but few would 
havethe presence of mind to act upon them, 
The most valuable advice to give men and 
women,especially if they aro young, is to 
learn to swim if they desire to be prepared 
for an accidental plunge overboard.

PROOF POSITIVE, 

If there were no other ovidence of the 
direct benefit which the fiscal policy of the 
present Government has been to the trade 
of the Dominion than the decrease in tho 
number of business failures within the past 
two years, that evidence would of iteelf be 
sufficient. According to the statistics fur- 
nished by the reliable house of Bradstreet, 
which will be found elsewhore, it appears 
that, whereas in tho first six months of tho 
year 1879 the number of business failures 
was 1,175, in the first six months of 1880, 
when the revision of the tarift bogan to be 
folt, the number fell to 480; and in tho 
firat six months of the present year it is 


reduced to 323, In other words, the busi- 
ness failures during the firet half-year of 
1880 was nearly 60 per cent. loss in number

Love as an Ethical Principle. 


Mr. Boecher’s sermon was a very long 
and powerful discourse in support of the 
proposition that love is the ethical principle 
of Cbristianity ; that churchos and ordi- 
nances and the Bible itself, aro merely oX- 
tornal instruments to the development of 
that principlo, and that they oan be entire 
ly dispensed with by tho man who attains 
to such a spiritual plane that love of the 
Saviour and sympathy with mankind be- 
come the abiding and controlling force 1m 
his soul. The text was simply the last son- 
tenco in the 12th chapter of St. Paul's firet 
epistlo to the Corinthians, promisiux to 
show them *'a moro excellent way. Mr. 
Beecher discussed the. different dovelopo- 
ments produced by tho Gespel in the solid 
Hebrow mind, as contrasted with those 
wrought in that of tho intellectual and im- 
aginative Greek. In the lattor it developed 
in diverse ways, as described in tho chapter 
reforred to, the spirit giving to one wisdom, 
to another prophecy, and 80 on. : 

The more excellent way was given In the 
next chapter, where the apostle says that 
though ho could speak with the tongues of 
of angels,and have prophecy and know all 
mystorios, and had not charity, he would 
be nothing. Paul thus placed charity or 
love above all ordinances and forms, and 
even beliefs, for they were included in the 
word ‘‘prophecy ” which meant not moroly 
predicting, but teaching. Tho man whose 
soul was ever dominated by this spirit of 
love was the freest of allcroatures. The 
world and all things were made for him. 
Mr, Beocher traced the progress of this 
‘| spirit in creation, beginning with the lowest 
form of organic life, wherein no development 
was perceptible, passing to higher, wherein 
destructivencas was the ruling motive ; 
thence to those wherein mutual helpfulness 
was displayed,and so up to tho lowest grade 
of barbarous humanity. From this point 
he followed the dawn of love, beginning 
with the family,sp ing thence in time to 
the olan or tribe, and gr. dually,as the cen- 
turies rolled on, taking in the nation, And 
this was as far es the race had yet develop- 
ed—it had not yet extended to the world. 
That was the great climax toward which, 
by the inspiration of God, the world had 
been developing through the ages and the 
nations. Everything that had helped to 
develop this principle of beneficence, of 
sympathy, had worked along the line of 
God's providence,and the value of nations 
and of individuals to the race was to ba 
measured by what they had done in that 
direction. This portion of his discourse was 
illustrated by copious references to the car- 
eers of eminent men,

to pay the 7'ribune for its sdvertisement, that 
per wrote him up as a fraud, and was sued 
y him for libel. Thesuit nevercawe to an 
iasue. He wrote a pampblet on the “Seccnd 
Coming of Christ,” each was published as a 
curiosity. Very little is really known of the 
man, aud that little unfavorable every way. 
Oces sionally be was seen well dressed, and with 
a brisk go-ahead air of buaineas about him 
that wau calculated to inspire confidence, At 
other intervals he would be found ina de- 
lorable state of shabby gentility, haunting 
»eer saloons, and holding forth on the philoso- 
phy of things in general. He exhibited no 
tangible symptoms of insanity, but was at all 
times a somewhat eccentric, nervous, excit- 
able individual Atone period of his career 
he succeeded ia loafing about several respoct- 
able families, who occasionally took boarde:s.

President Garfield. 


This morning's telegrams, read in con- 
nection with the opinions given by his phy- 
sicians yesterday, leaye more room for hope 
of President Garfield’s recovery than had 
previously existed. The weight of medical 
opinion was that the crisis would occur to- 
day, and as it now appears that Mr, Gar- 
field is in better condition to meet it than 
was anticipated, his valuable life may yot 


be spared. 
Agriculture in England. 


It has been generally known that the 
agricultural interests of the mother country 
have been seriously depressed, but the ex- 
tent of the depression is much greater than 
has been imagined. For inatauce, in North 
Wilts a large area of land is entirely out of 
cultivation, and 10,000 acres are let to one 
man on nearly the sole condition that he 
keeps it from weeds. All through Lincoln- 
shire farms may be had for the asking, ten- 
ants being asked merely to pay fates and 
taxes. In Gloucestershire, a small parish 
let three years ago for £2,000 only fetches 
£1,000 to-day. In Hertford, farms of 400 
acres and upwards aro to be bad on the 
solitary condition that as the landlord pays 
all the charges, the tenants will keep the 
farms cultivated. In Bedfordshire all new 
leases are from 50 to 75 per cent. below old 
rates. The fall in Eesex is 40 per cont, 
and in Somerset 35 per cent. One farm in 
South Wiltshire, which recently gave the 
landlord £700 a year, has just been let at 
£450, and in West Sussex 5,000 acres have 
been going a begging for the last fifteen 
months. In Worcestershire thero are 
scores of big estates, where not more than 
one, or at most two, out of the whole num- 
ber of farms are occupied. 


Madoc Notes. 

That wreat ‘‘bugbear,” the dam at the foot 
ot Moira Lako has at last collapsed. It was 
blown up with dynamite or dualine the other 
night. Itis ssid that Mr,’ Cross’ powder 
magazice on the outskirts of the town was 
broken into and about sixty pounds of dyna- 
mite stolen, which was probably the matorial 
used in the work of destruction. The perpe- 
trators of the deed are unknown. A spirit of 
enquiry is not abroad. The public gea orally 
appear to approve of the course pursued, and 
regard the result aya satisfactory solution of 
a difficult problem, while many a poor victim 
of malarial fever and ague, is doubtless re- 
joicing. 

The water in the lake is now much lower ; 
many festering pools are thus exposed, and it 
is feared by somo that the drawing off of the 
water atthe commencement of the heated term 
will be productive of much evil. 

On Dominion Day, a few old veteran gents 
departed early for the Lake, to indalge in pia- 
catorial pleasures, A few went pic-nic ng 
perhaps, but the main attractions wero the 
opening services in connection with the dedi- 
cation of the new M, E. Church, 

A sermon was preached at !0:30 a.m, toa 
crowded audience, by Dr, Ives, of Auburn, N. 
Y, the celebrated church debt extinguisher, 
The Doctor as a preacher ia not a very remark- 
able man, his sermons being little above the 
average, and showing in their construction no 
very large amount of scholarly ability, argu- 
ment, or research, His power evidently lies 
chiefly in the direction of reaching the pocket, 
At the close of his ciscourse he proceeded 
to work in a thoroughly busincas-like way, 
his appeal fur fuads being liberally res- 
ponded to, Dinner and toa were served ou 
tables in the basement. About 1,200 tickets, 
We uncerstand, were sold. A platform meet- 
ing was held in the evening. After a hymn 
was sung the Rey. Mr. Wishart, pastor of St. 
Peter's Church, offered prayor. It was a 
solemn and impressive invocation of the Di- 
vine blessing. Addresses wore delivered by 
Bishop Carman, Rey. Mr. Young, Rev. B. 
Lyne and Dr. Ives, the latter making another 
appeal for money with marked success. The 
services were continued on Sabbath, Bishop 
Carman preaching very acceptably to a large 
congregation inthe morning. in tho aftor- 
noon there wasa grand uvion gatheriog of 
Sabbath School children, In tho ovening Dr, 
Iyes sgain preached toa crowded andience, 
the Presbyterian and Canada Methodist min- 
istors having demitted their evening service 
in honor of the occasion, At the conclusion 
of the sermon the peoplo were informed that 
$135 were still required to complute the sum 
due on the church; This amount being soon 
subscribed, the church was then dedicated by 
Bishop Carman to the service of Almighty 
God, according to the formulas of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church in Canada, The cons 
Bregation is to be congratulated on the poe- 
session of so finea church, and that the total 
indebtedness of $5,000 has been prov ded for. 

A fine bell, weighing over 1.000 pounds, 
has been placed in the tower of the new R. 
©, Chareb, which is now approaching com- 
pletion. 

Preparations aro going forsard for tho 
celebration of the 12th of July in Madoc. A 
very large gathering of Orangemen is ex- 
pected. 


Our Citizen Soldiers. 


The Ottawa Citizen refers in a forcible 
manner to the alleged scene at London be- 
tween Major General Luard and Colonel 
Campbell, but in doing so fells into the 
error of crediting to the INTELLIGENCER the 
account of the affair which was supplied by 
the London Advertiser. Our contemporary 
makes the following pertinent remarks ; 

If Major-General Luard, or any other 
officer sent out by the Imperial authorities, 
and in the service of the Government of 
Canada, imagines that the militia of this 
country can be made as perfect as profes- 
sional soldiers he makes a mistake, and the 
sooner he is convinced of the fact the bet- 
ter. There are two ways to point out de- 
fecta—a civil way and an insulting way. 
The service of the militia of Canada is a 
voluntary one, and, in many respects, self- 
sacrificing. The men who hold responsible 
positions in it have nothing to gain by giv- 
ing their services to the country in a mili- 
tary capacity. If they are not up to the 
perfection of professional soldiers, we fail 
to see why they should be snubbed and 
insulted. Allowance should be made for 
the disadvantages under which rural bat- 
talions are placed ; and if glaring irregu- 
larities in dress are noticed— and in many 
cases the turn-out of officers is not credit- 
able,—the delinquents should be remon- 
strated with in a courteous manner. We 
hope some of the reporta wa hear of Major- 
General Luard’s treatment of officers is ox- 
aggerated. However, the statements 
which haye been published cannot escape 
the attention of the Minister of Militia.

Ezctro-Morors.—Nisgara Falls have 
been declared by Mr. Sliemens and Sir 
William Thompson, the eminent elec- 
tricians, capable of supplying motive 
power to the entire continent.

A storm, perhaps one of the most violent 
that Canada haa over experienced, passod over 
woatorn Ontario through Kent Coanty about 
ove o'clock on Wednosday morning. * ‘ho dis- 
trict in which the storm bad ita origin }* yot 
unknown, but it ia supposed to have started 
at tho river Thames, From this point it pre- 
cooded on its way southward, not doing any 
damage until it approached within four miles 
of Lake Erie. Hero, as if cagor for the work 
of destruction, it lowered itself and began the 
work of destruction. Baros wore unroo ed and 
destroyed, coverings of housca were removed 
from over the heads of sleeping iomates and 
carried for at least two furlongs and vhen 
hurled upon the earth with such force that 
the ground was ploughed for rods ’ Q 

Ose man in particular lost boavily 19 thie 
neighborhood, a Mr, Spiers, who not only had 
hia barn destroyed but also all hia farming 
implements and conveyances, leaving him 
only in possession of ao old waggon to trans- 
port himself through tho country. 

Thon, as if having ite thirst quenched, tho 
galo raised and sped «n its way for two milos. 
Here, as if cager for tho prey, 1 entered the 
wooda of Mr, J. L, Stroot, of Palmyra, aod 
completoly demolished it, broaking large trees 
three and four foot in diameter with as much 
case as it did those. of a fow inches. On it 
camo, raging and rosring, levelling the fonces 
and ruining the crops until it reached the 
buildings of Mr, Street. These buildings, 
although remarkably strong of structure wore 
urable to stand before its dovastating hand 
aad were not only unroofed but were rondered 
nuable to be repaired, Two barns wero com- 
plotely destroyed, a stable and also a carriage 
house uaroofed, anda tenant house, which 
fortunately was unocoupied at the time, was 
entirely ruined.

‘The London correspondent of the New York 
World writes :—‘‘A more importent question 
than oven the Land bill is agitating Kogland, 
Pablio meetings are held every day in various 
parts of tho country calling upon the Govern- 
ment to inflict heavy import duties nupoo 
French goods and to adopt a policy of retalia- 
tion against all other protectiovist nations. 
Hitherto the manufactures and artizans have 
had a monoply of this agitation, bat the long- 
suffering farmer is now getting on his mettle, 
for the new French tariff will deprive him of 
the only market he has for the eale of his sur- 
plus products, Theduty on horses is de- 
creased but the duties on most othcr kinds of 
live stock are increased, oxen paying 12s. 
each instead of 2s, 11d., and cows 68. 5d. in- 
stead of le. Live and dead game, fowls, and 
turkeys pay 8s, per owt. instead of being free 
of duty as formerly. Fresh butchers’ meat 
pays a new duty of 1s. 3d. per cwt., and the 
rates on preserved meats aad extracts ars also 
raised. Skins, wool acd horschair are still 
free. Cheese, both hard and soft, is to pay 
double the former duty, and a new duty of 
5s. 2d. per owt. is imposed on fresh butter, 
while that on salt-butter has been increased, 
The farmer is now joining the mechanic, and 
the movement is making extraordinary head- 
Way everywhere, Asyet the leading politi- 
cians fight shy of it, but every’ sees that 
it is destined to become the question of the 
honr, for it is a question of bread and butter. 
The franchise, the redistribution of seats, and 
reform in the Land !ays are mere abstract 
theories compared with this matter. Mr. 
Bright, of course calls the retaliationists 
fools, and other out-and-out free-traders urge 
that England cannot afford to let the world 
know that she doubts the efficacy of Cobden’s 
teachings, while the retsliationists reply that 
they are not goin, to let the country be sac- 
rificed for an ides, ‘the Premier has given 
great offenoo to the leaders of the agitation by 
a letter tothe sugar refiners, in which he 
makes light of their claims for protection 
against Continental bounties. An active or-

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Drak Stn,—I notice 1n your Weekly of 
June the 28rd (and which I should have re- 
ferred to before but for absence from home) 
that the Hon ex-Rveve of Elzevir feels sg- 
grieved at the Jate action of the County Coun- 
cil for not granting more money to aid certain 
localities in the far north, and makes reference 
to tho resolution moved by mysolf aud second- 
ed by the Reeve of Marmora, and which was 
sought to bo framed in aspirit of fairnors to 
all and not a protondsd mero ‘'faroe of fair 
play,” and which was thought to embrace all 
the County finances would justify to be done 
on Outside roads the preseat year, aid hence 
the bar to further grante. 

Asregards the action of the Council in 
making the grants reforred to in the communi 
cation, after the genoral motion had passed, 
the Reeve of Sidney with several others op- 
posed such being done (except in the case of 
Elzevir, for which there was a special reason), 
and upon a point of order being raised all fur- 
ther motions not in accord with the general 
resolution were very properly rulkkd out by 
the Warden, and lest the public should get 
the impression that the feeble municipalities 
had been illiborally dealt with by the motion 
referred to, 1 will state the amount given to 
the six most northerly municipalities (being 
the weakest) on roads and bridges alone since 
January last, namely $1,400, besides $500 on 
the Snow Road by recommendation of the 
Grayel Road Committee, making to the pre 
sent time $1,900, while they will only be re- 
quired to pay on the total amount to by ex: 
pended on roads and bridges in the whole 
county, including the above grants, leas than 
$500, leaving a char donation of $1,400 on 
roads and bridges alone to the municipalitips 
above mentioned, besides a County grant of 
$600 to schools, 

True, as the ex-Reeve of Elzevir has said, 
the Reeve of Sidney knows little of the incon- 
venience of bad roads compared with some of 
whom he speaks ; but his forefathers did, and 
for many long years had to grapple with sim- 
ilar difficulties, without the same helping hand 
which is now afforded by municipal and Govy- 
ernment aid, And while it 1s undoubtedly 
the duty of the strong to help the weak, in 
reagon, it nevertheless becomes » grave ques- 
tion, in view of the many heayy burdens to 
be borne consequent upon an existing dobt 
and a heavy current expense on roads and 
bridges, unequalled perhaps by any County 
in the Province, just how much aid the heavy 
taxpaying municipalities can afford to give at 
present and not do an injustice to themselves, 

The roads referred to by the Hon, Mr, Flint 
may be very necessitous, and in course of time 
bo entitled to special consideration, But has 
not the Council for the present year done up 
to tho full measure of its ability ? and ought 
not the feeble to cherish a feeling of gratitude 
for the disposition shown to help, rather than 
complain ot the aid so generously given? 

As for the expense that might be saved on 
the part of the Council by more work and leas 
pay, thereby enabling additional help to be 
piven to the poor settlers to get to mill and 
market, Ihave simply to say itis no great 
privilege for the majority of thet Council to 
spend extra time over what is necessary to 
do the business considerately ‘‘in order to 
prove themaclves trac patriots” in the nenso of 
taking the country’s mi ney for their indivyi- 
dual good, without returning fair value for 
services rendered. 

Perhaps the Hen. ex-Keeve since his ro- 
tiroment may have forgotten that the present 
members are not the only onee chargeable 
with making long speeches at tho County 
expense, and while we do not believe in being 
eloquent in pleading economy and spendthrilt 
in using County monies, we do believe a cor- 
tain amount of debate on questions affecting 
public interest tends to enlightenment, and 
guides to an intelligent issue on those ques- 
tions. 

Again, there is a good reason why the tes 
sions aro Jopger than in some former years, 
for although tho businees of the County has 
largely increased, yot the minutes will show 
that since tho Hon, Mr, Flint wasa momber 
of that body the number of sessions in tho 
year has been reduced from five to three, and 
as a rule a loss numbor of days ocoupied as a

It was 
like a very old man _ supported on 
the arm of a big stalwart son, avd 
the great locomotive frequently paused 
to give the aged engino, as it were, 
time to breathe and recover itself. I crossed 
the rails to look at this singular object, and 
drawing very close to it I waa ab'e to row 
upon a plate affixed to its side that its na 
was ‘‘ Locomotion,”’ that it had been con- 
structed by George Stephenson in 1825, and 
') that it was tho first engine that ran on the 
Stockton & Darlington Railway. So here, 
then, was the very father of all the locomo- 
tives in the world. A decrepid, shrivelled 
machine, with nevertheless a look of shrewd 
self- consciousness, suggested in its quaint, 
old world aspect, as if it had duly taken 
note of its maguificent posterity, and was 
not unwilling to be admired for their sakes 
as well as its own To see the wonderful’ 
old locomotive crowned with a skeleton 
scaffolding of piston rods and other working 
gear, with its singular chimney, curving 
out of its front like the neck of & swan, 
and the little old tender behind with part 
of the iron side rusted, and rotted out, 
while close to it stood a group of probably 
the most magniticent locomotive engines 
in the world, with their sparkling brass- 
work and glossy sides, as clear us glass, 
with the amazing finish of their paint- 
ing and varnishing, and indeed to behold 
the one sight that would give tothe great 
memory which all Newcastle and Gates- 
head hadi already transfigured themselves 
with bunting to honor the most eloquent 
and moving significanoo that could be im- 
parted toit.

Daily Autelligencer, 
The Medicine Dance of the Red 
Men. 

A Fort Rono letter to tho Chicago 
Times gives this account of the medicine 
dancos celebrated in the Indian territory 
in June, which were witnessed by fully 6,. 
000 Indians. ‘*The number of persons 
who tako partis unlimited. “When the 
performance begins, the company having 
assembled, the performers at a given signal 
rush into the tent from various points of 
the compass with shouts and yells, and as 
they reach tho interior they fire their gans 
et tho efligy suspended from the pole—in- 
tending thus to destry the evil spirit aud 
immediately they set up their dance, 
This consists in the main of a light spring- 
ing up and down to the monotonous music 
furnished by a peculiar song unvaried in 
werds of music, which accompanied the 
pounding. It goea on till the bodiea of the 
musicians weary, end ata signal all stop 
and take a rest, That done the dance pro- 
ceeds again. 

The programme is changed a little in some 
of its details, s0\as to give a variety. Each 
dancer has a sort of ‘trainer,’ or attendant, 
who sees to preparing him for the ex- 
ercise. During arest in the dance the per- 
formers will nrise, lay off their shawls or 
blankets, take off their garments, and, bar- 
ring breech clout, reduce themselves to a 
state of complete nudity. Thia is dono 
in the presence of thousands of men, 
women and children, and nothing is 
thought of it. The attendant then paints 
the dancer, using a weed for a brush. 
The entire body is covered with rings,forks, 
crosses and other curions devices. Some- 
times tho legs from the top of the hips and 
the groins are painted to the foot with 
white or light-colored pigment, and then 
rings and stripes are ron about them at in- 
tervals, producing a very striking effect. 
The back, arms and chest aro also covered 
with similar representations. After the 
body ia partly dry ashawlor blanket is 
thrown over the shoulders, and the legs 
are left bare. Moanwhilo the audience 
keops up its chatting, laughing, dating and 
fanning itself to keep cool, and pays but 
httle attention to the spectaclo of prepara- 
tion. The chisf medicine man, or the manu 
who has the load in making medicine, goes 
around the lodge, about midway of the 
radius, and deposits at intervals pieces of 
sagebruah ; another follows him and de- 
posits in the same spots pieces of bread aud 
nuts. Whiat this was for I did not learn. 
The dancer. also places wreaths of sage 
brush or of leaves on their heads, and a 
wreath around the waist and across the 
shouldere. ‘Those who do this last wear no 
blanket or shawl, but are nude except as 
the'wreath and the breech-clout, A per- 
son who hasnever seen the dance can 
scarcely realize what a hideous appearance 
the leaves and wreaths and paint ive 
to the naked savaye. He looks like a typi- 
cal cannibal who has just roasted a fresh 
missionary, and is abuut to devour him, 
Everything being in readiness, the dancers 
put ioto their mouths a small bark whistle, 
about tive inches long, having a shrill sound, 
and ornamented with a tuft of horse-hair, 
which adds tothe grotesqueness of their 
make-up. The signalis giveo,and the danc- 
ing begirs again,accompanied by the drum, 
sitiging aud whistling. During the whole of 
the exercises the participants give not the 
slightest indication of mirthfulness, but are 
asas solemn in visageas any one could 
poasibly be. To them itis evidently serious 
business, andthe chief priests in this 
ceromony have no trouble in looking one 
another in the face without laughing. To 
thom it is earnest. Some ot the dancersshow 
signs of physical exhaustion from want of 
food, and when they are resting they lean 
their hands as if they were in prayer or 
sufforing feom a headache. One atrange 
part of the medicine dance is the torture, 
An Indian will cut two parallel perpendio- 
ular slits in the skin, on the breast just 
above the nipple, and under the skin from 
one slit to the other he will ron a stout 
stick. ‘To each end of this stick he ties a 
long string. The other side of the breast 
is fixed in the same way, and the strings 
have their fred ends passed around the 
centre pole'snd tied. The Indian will then 
lean back, and thus pull on the sticks till 
he tears the akin out and releases himself. 
The sight is arevolting one, The blood 
streams down his breast and legs from the 
cuts. The skin is usually tough and re- 
fuses to yield, and frequently the man has 
to brace his tect against the pole and push 
with al] his might. The thongs atill hold, 
and the skin is often pulled away from the 
breast bone, and stands out at an angle of 
about fifteen degrees clear across the breast 
and from the cuts down to the lower ribs. 
It somotimes happens that the torturer 
faints before the skin pulls out; it more 
frequently hsppens that he fainta as it pulls 
out, and, ‘sree from want of food and loss 
of blood, he requires careful attention till 
he recovers. Others como through bravely, 
and go on with the dance. One fellow, 
the other day, unable to endure tho suffer- 
ing whon both thongs wero pulling on him 
at once, tried to break one out ata time, 
and when ho succeeded the crowd dressed 
him in squaw’s clothes in contempt. The 
fasting and torture, as | have said, is not 
to test whether tho torturers are brave 
warriors, but is intonded to placate the 
Almighty and win his aid for the accom- 
plishment of somo particular purpose, 
Tho torturer has his own benofit in view 
primarily, although ho thinks that it  re- 
sults also to the good of the whole tribe, 
since ho thinks that it is pleasing to God ; 
and what pute God in good humor will 
nocossarily bring the tribe in for a share of 
the results,

The New Tay Bridge. 


Examination of the foundations of the old 
bridge, sayathe London Builder, convinord

This is close upon the allowance made by the 
American engi‘ cers, and is, in our opinion 
ample, if it be regarded oa a probable strain 
that is not unlikely to come on the bridye 
the breaking strength beiog at least donble, 
It would not, in our opipion, be safe if the 
breaking tension is put at less than 120 pounds 
por square foot of surface on which the wind 
can lay bold, #0 a8 to exert a lovsrage against 
that resetance ; aod no doubt that is what is 
meant by the evidence, The piers are to be 
solidly gonnected With the girders. ‘Thé para-

Requisites for making Good Cheese. 


Editor American Dairyman 

b Dean Sin; Will you hyvethe kiadness to 
inform me if it is really necessary or a benefit 
to tho cheese an to flavor-—keoning qaslitics, 
eto, ;to allow acidity to develop ia the curd of 
pure, rich, uotainted milk? Also, what 
effect it has on the cheeses to feed whey to the 
cows?

Reriy.—to make cheese of good keeping 
quality and of tine flavor,and such as suite the 
the tastes of consumers in England, and to a 
large extont in this country, it is oasential that 
acidity be developed in the curds before salting 
and putting to press, 

Daring the last quarter of a century the 
tastes of Kaglish speakiag people bave chang- 
ed materially in regard to the flavor of cheese. 
Years ago,a v ry pronounced sharp flavor was 
thought to be perfection in cheese,and many 
proferred itso sharp that it would almost 
take the skin off the tongue while esting it, 
Nor was the cheore objectionable. that was 
tainted, or what wecali ‘“‘off favor,” many 
preferring a kind of taint like limberger- 
cheese, of which the Germans are eo fond. 
This kind of cheese, about 25. years ago, was 
Very common, and the general practice then 
was to make on the sweetcurd plan In those 
days the makers took the greatest care to keep 
the whey aod carda sweet during the process 
of cheeso-making, and any develop of acidity, 
was considered a great injary and something 
to be carefully avoided. But gradually the 
tastes of English-speaking people have chang- 
ed xo that now a clean, natty, rich, full flavor 
is required, while anything strong, harsh and 
tainted in the taste proves very objectionable 

Now, in ordor to got thia desirable flavor, 
it is iinportant that the milk-sugar be changed 
into lactio acid, aud in thin state separated 
from the curds ia the whey ; for if any con- 
siderable quantity is retained in curds as on 
the non-acid or sweetourd plan, it induces 
undue fermentation in the cheese on the she'f; 
hence noxio2s gases are evolved, tainting the 
cheese, and then iullows more or less rapid 
deconiposition, and we got cheese of bal flavor 
and short-lived, haviog no keeping quali'ies, 
The non-scid oraweet curd system, which 
some theorists have attempted to introduce, 
has been very pernicious in its iofluence ou 
the quality and flavor of American cheese, 
wherever it has been tried and adopted, It 

seeks to overthrow the progress iv, cheese 
making which lias been brought about during 
the last 20 years aud to retura again to tue 
old way of cheese manufactare with its sharp, 
tainted and stinking product. The ‘‘swee: 
curds” produced has no long keeping qualities 
—-it must be eaten when from 30 to 40 days 
old (if a sharp tointed tl.vor is to be avoided) 
for itis then in its best stato. But cheeve 
prop=rly made on the acid plan will keep trom 
one to two yoars ard yes be sweet, mild and 
nutty in flavor. 

But the use of acid can be abusod, for when 
the curds are allowed to liv in the cour whey 
for a long. time, it is »ften very injurious, 
causing a dry, har’, w a flavored cheeso. 
The better way in mauulscturing is to draw 
the whey. early, or on the nesr approach to 
acidity, and then let the propen degree of 
change or acid develop in the curds while in 
tho vat or exposed to the atmosphore. 

There haa been a great deal of nonsense 
written about making cheese on the ‘‘non- 
acid plan,” and then “oxidizing the curds” 
until they have ‘‘a choesey smell"”—just as if 
this was some new system and wonderful dis. 
covery. Patin plain languaye thst every one 
can understand, this means making cheeses on 
the acid plan—oxidation is nothing more tha 
expesing tho cu ds to the atmospbere, and the 
‘toheesoy smell” is developiog acidity until 
the ourds give off that peculiar odor which is 
always the result» of developing avidity, and 
never occurs at this stage of the process from 
any other cause. Henoe we say if fing flavor 
ant long kveping qualities are sought for in 
cheese, it is essential that acid be develo 
in the curds before salting. Tho.act of salting 
checks farther progress in this direction. and 
the result is wo get that’ sweet, nutty flavor 
so much ,eought aftér by the lovers of good 
cheese, iw 

The feeding of whey to cows is not a 
pr.ctice to be recommended, It has a ten- 
dency to sonrand decompose the milk more 
rapidly than it should, and besides it often 
gives to milk a bad flavor which is carried to 
the products mate'from it,’ About the tite 
that the factory system begen to be e-tablish- 
ed many dairymen inaugurated the plan of 
feeding whey to their cows, but “*w ey-fed 
milk” was found to give a great deal of 
trouble to cheeso makers, and to produce an 
off flavor to cheeso, so tne foeding of whoy 
soon dropped ont of practice in tho best dairy 
districts, aod no progressive dairyman can 
ba found who will recommend it. Wo say 
to our correspondent, if he wants to produce 
good, sound, fino-Havored milk avoid feeding 
whey to bis cows—clean, frosh running water 
and good, sweet food are important elements 
for making souad and fine flavored milk,

JOLY a 
Mr. Brown and the Pacific Railway. 


Our local contemporary, finding that it 
has a hopeless case in seeking to defend 
Mr. Brown's consistency, attempts the 
dodge to which special pleaders usually 
resort in such an omorgoncy, namely the 
distraction of attention from the question 
at issue by abuse of the attorney for the 
plaintiff. 

We have shown that in 1871 Mr. Brown 
voted against the construction of the Pacific 
Railway by means of a private Company, 
subsidized with moncy and}lands, and that 
in 1874 he voted to a precisely contrary 
effect. The reply which our contemporary 
makes to these plain facts is in substance 
that it has heard Mr. Brown’s res-onr for 
his inconsistent action which, however, it 
does not venture to give—a sure indication 
that the alleged reasons will not bear criti- 
cism. It alsoreproduops au extract from 
Sir Richard Oartwright’s speech in 1873 on 
the Pacific Scandal, the sentiments express- 
ed in which, it says, Mr. Brown fully en- 
dorsed ; but as the Huntington-McMullen 
charges had not been heard of in 1871, the 
pertinence of the quotation can only be 
gueased at, Mr, Brown could not, certain- 
ly, have been influenced in 1871 by charges 
which related to the action of the Govern 
ment in 1872, and if in 1874 he regarded 
those charges as proven, he certainly ought 
to have been strengthened thereby in his 
former opposition to the method of having 
the line built by a Company. Still, in 
1874, we find Mr. Brown endorsing the 
project which he had previously opposed 
and yoting to expend—according to the 
calculations of many of the ablest men in 
the country—$23,627,500 more, in carrying 
out that project, than the sum which he 
in 1871 declared by his vote was ‘‘an enor- 
mous burden,” which Parliament ‘‘ would 
not be justified in imposing on the people 
of this Dominion.” 

As Mr, Brown's indiscreet friend objects’ 
to the construction placed by us on Mr. 
Mackenzio’s scheme, let us quote to him 
Mr. Mackenzie's own words. In the speech 
which he made in introducing his Pacilic 
Railway Bill of 1874 Mr. Mackenzie said, 
as reported in Hansard of May 12th in that

Campbellford and Her Industries, 

A stranger iu reavhing Oampbollford 
from the east is led to wonder why tho 
village is passed and the station placed a 
half mile to the west. Although the road 
from tho station to the village is but a 
pleasant walk ona fine day, it seems very 
much like drawing a sled tothe top of a 
hill to enjoy the pleasure of making the 
descent, to pass the village in the care half 
amile forthe pleasure of enjoying the 
walk back. The station itself is a com- 
modious structure and the Station Master 
is obliging, so much so that the old Irish 
women in the neighborhood say they 
“always takes the advice of the Station 
Master.” Lately there has been opened 
at tho station a neat eating house, under 
the manogement of Mr. Blute of the Wind- 
sor, which is a guarantee of ita being well 
kept. Tho village propor is reached by a 
handsome iron bridge, which spans the 
Trent river, where it affords one of the 
best water powers in the Dominion, which 
is making Uampbellford a leading centre of 
the rapidly growing manufacturing indus- 
tries of Canadas. The village iteelf is no 
more attractive than other large yillages, 
but even in this dull season there is au 
entire lack of corner and bar-room loafing 
that speaks volumes for the thrift and en- 
ergy ofthe citizent. Oampbellford can 
boast of good hotels, the principal one of 
which is the Windsor, kept by Mr, T. 
Binte, where as geod accommodation can 
be had as in some, and better than in most 
of, the larger towns and cities in Canada.

length, which furnishes the motive power 
of the establishment by three Leffel wheels 
—that will give over 300 horse power. The 
mill will be confined to the manufacture of 
straw board and wood pulp board, with a 
capacity of two tons of each per day. 

Entering the first building, which is of 
wood, 40x60, the raw material is dumped 
into two vate or tubs, 16 feet in diameter, 
and 18 feet deep, capable of containing 3 
tons each, where it is steamed, the steam 
used being supplied by a 45 horse power 
boiler, which is also made useful in heating 
the building in winter, From the vats the 
raw material is dumped into a revolving 
screen, where, with the aid of a plentiful 
supply of water, the lime is washed out. 
Thence it passes into the paper engine, ca- 
pable of carrying 900 lbs, dry paper; after 
which it goes throngh a number of processes 
before being turned into a merchantable 
article. 

The main building, where the finer ma- 
chinery is located, and the finishing process 
is carried on, is a stone structure 55x75 fe, 
built in the most substantial manner, under 
the superintendence of Mr. Purdy, who is 
tho millwright in charge, the hangings and 
& great part of the iron work being con- 
structed at the extensive foundry of Messrs. 
J. Whyte & Co.. in the village ;and would 
be a credit in finish to any foundry. The 
mill will commence running in a few days.

THE NEW WOOLLEN MILL. 


For a number of years the Messrs. Gault 
Bros., of Montreal, were owners of a fine 
water power at Campbellford, which was 
allowed toremain idle on account of the 
depressed state of Canadian manufacturing 
industries, but the advent of the present 
Government at Ottawa soon changed the 
prospects of manufacturers. The result to 
Campbollford has been that instead of an 
idle piece of property within her borders 
thero is now in course of construction thero- 
on one of the largest woollen factories in Ca- 
nada. As yet only thelower story iscomplet- 
od,but as far astinished itis of such man- 
sive proportions that itis evident that the 
building will be an immense structure when 
completed. We understand that the con- 
tract price of the building was $45,000 butthat 
the extras will run upto nearly as much 
more. Mr, Ruosoll, of Morrisburg, the 
contractor, is making good progross, so that 
the lower inside timbers are now being 
placed in position. Mr. R. W. Turnor, 
tho manager of the mill, is now in the yil- 
lage, suporintonding tho construction.

The Late Hon. Edmund Murney. 


A well-written sketch of the career of 
late Hon. Edmund Murney, chiefly treat- 
ing of his connection with Oddfellowship, 
and touching incidentally on his political 
career, appears in another column.

The Success of Bnsilage. 

A short time ago paragraphs appoared 
both in the American Cudéivatoe and tho 
Country Gentleman, to the offoot that there 
| was something wrong with the cows which 
Moesars, Whitman and Burrell, of Little 
Falls, had carried through the winter op 
ensilago. | It wid stated that tho cows lost 
flesh, and camo out last spring in poor con 
dition. Believing, on the contrary, that 
| thoro was something wrong in tho state- 
ment itself, andfealing anxivus to learn 
tho truth, we cut ont one of the paragraphs 
and sent it to Mr, Burrell, asking bin to 
give us the facta concerning it. The result 
was a lottor addressed to the editor person- 
ally, and not intended for publication, with 
an invitation to’oome and sce for ourselves. 
But the letter contains such & complete 
and satisfactory explanation of the whole 
matter; that wo havo) determined ‘to lay 
before the pyblic such portions of itas the 
pubdlio will be interested in. 2 

Our silo was opened October 27, 1880, 
and.we fed 34 cows, I think it was about 6h 
lbs. of onsilaye per day. The milch cows 
immediately gained in milk at least 26 per 
cent, and although they had been in milk 
since March previous, some of themincreased 
to.20.1bs.-of milke per days" Many ofthese 
milch cows we did not ‘ dry off” until last 
of January and let of February, or until 
within a month of their ‘coming in” again, 
These cows wore all strong and well and 
fleshy, and looked splendidly, About lat 
February we sent part of them, all that were

(From Our Own Correspondent ) 


Rarip Crry, N, W. T, 

The Rapid citizens have been in a “pickle” 
all spring over the prospectus of the Canada 
Pacific Railway coming to this place. It had 
been definitely located here once in spite of 
the influences brought to bear by the people of 
Minnedosa and private land owners, an pro- 
minent politicians interested in that place. 
Rapid City had no political influence to fight 
her battles and hold up her cause, nothing 
but the superiority of her location, and the 
advanced condition of settlement in her im- 
mediate ey, Survey after survey had 
been made by the Government in order to find 
out positively and make no mivtake in settl- 
ing the differonces between the two places, 
but the Government engineer could not do 
otherwise than recommend the Rapid City 
route, and it was stated through the press 
that the Syndicate favored tho R. C. line. So 
certain were the people of this place that the 
railway would surely come here, that they 
even sent a deputation to wait upon a few of 
the prominent members of the Syndicate, to 
try and induce them to bring their workshops 
bere. Property increased in value, building 
operations were vory brisk, and everything 
was booming. Business grew very lively, 
hearts were made glad over the a future 
prospect ; everybody who possessed an extra 
dollar invested in building lots, from the 
preacher to the freighter; but the surprise 
created by the report that the Syndicate had 
adopted a more souther‘y line still, and cross- 
ing the Assiniboine ver at Grand Valley in- 
steal of Kapid City, was greater than 1 will 
attempt to describe. As soon as the report 
reached here; settlers threw up their claims 
and ran off to Grand Valley, Merchants went 
from hore one morning and ordered their goods 
to be shipped the next ; and ere the atock had 
arrived in the Valley a place was put up, and 
counters arranged for their reception ; and in 
less than four days you would not have known 
from the appearance of the valley, but that it 
had been gettled for at least one year anyway. 
The whole district named here was in a great 
state of excitement; Grand Valley was be- 
sieged by settlers, and aators eager to 
know exactly where the line would cross the 
river. Wherever the engineer would plant 
his theodolite, the throng of anxious question- 
ers would rush i him wi-h their questions 
only to receive the inevitable ‘* right here.” 
Fortunes have been made already in the sale 
of property in Grand Valley, and the place is 
destined to become a trade centre of great 
importance, One man, the owner of the 
half section where the line crosses, was of- 
fered $30,000 for his place; but refused it, 
People are anxious to buy, and fow are will- 
ing tosell. Now theonly thiog left for the 
residents of Rapid City to console themselves 
with is the report that the lino already lo- 
cated is a branch runping into the Souris coal 
fields, and although the seoretary and ongi- 
neer in chief have boen interviewed in behalf 
of the poop'e of Rapid City to know for cer- 
tain whothor it is or not, they can find out 
nothing definite about it. When interviowed 
not moro than a fortnight ago concerning the 
subject, Mesera Sticknoy and Rosser stated 
that ‘thoy were notina position to state 
anything for cortain, but this much thoy 
could say, and that is Rapid City will have a 
railway 10 o vory short time; and you may 
tell your people that they pay rely upon what 
wo are now telling you.”’ Although the main 
line would be far more accoptablo than a 
branob, Rapid City will havo to content her- 
self with that mach from the O,P, Syndicate, 
and oven the loss of the wain line of the 
Canada Pacitio will not cripple her, as thero 
is quite arailway interest here and other lines 
will shortly centre here, However, Rapid City 
has» lesson to learn trom hor past oxperience 
and ono that sho will probably nevor forgot, 
Possessed with tho ful asaurance that tho 
railway would cortsinly come hore, and fillod 
with tho narrow boliof thatit could go no- 
where olse and bo profitable to whateyer com- 


pany would undertake to build it, they, 
tho resident reformore, at the time of the Syn- 
dicate bargain oxcitement, thought they 


would like to figure a little in polition and 
show their sympathy for their party, and ox- 
hibit their trust in their political leader, hold 
indignation meetings to protest against tho 
bargain before thoy know what the agrooment 
really was, and accordingly sent in the ae 
ost protest that their master minds oonld 
framo. Littledid they know that ao slight 
divergence routh wanld improve the interoat 
of tho Syndicate and lossen tho cost of build. 
ing, and whothor it waa from tho boliof that 
tho company did not want to build a line 
through « town and mako a great outlay of 
capital in shops, kos, whore the poople wore 
hostile to thoir interest or not 1 cannot say ;

Threo-fourths of tho settlers are 
working oxen, and a very necessary thing 
they aro for performing the primitive work, 
but as soon as a man becomes positively 
eotablished he should dispense with them as 
quickly as possible. They sre acheap ani- 
malto keep, theydo not require grain for 
feed, and for these. reasons alono, they are 
used 80 extensively, ‘wo or three years farm- 
ing here is vufficlent to place asettler in a 
position to buy horses, and embark more 
thrifty in hiv” agricultural pursuits, and the 
sooner ho. adopts faster motive power, the 
sooner will success attond his labors, Some 
of the older inhabitants of this country think 
that 2 cross between an Ontario bred stallion 
anda native mare, brioging stock weighing 
from ten to cloven hundred pounds, are tho 
moat suitable, The native will have the 
hardiness to stand any kind of usage and doa 
reasonable amount of work, without beiog fed 
grain, besides the advantage of standing the 
climate better in the rigorous months of win- 
ter, and a consideration it is too, especially 
when one has not time or material to crect 
proper stabling room. “Besides all this, they 
do not require any amount of care. The On- 
tario horse will furnish the life and intelli- 
gence to the native, as wellas the style, size, 
and speed. Others are of the opinion that 
the heavy French horse is the proper horao, 
while many are of the conviction that the 
Clydesdale fre just whatare wanted, but 
my candid impression is that the horse intend- 
ed for this country, as in the western States, 
is the Percheron, In them there are a 
most useful combination of qualities, tough- 
ness, rapid walkiog, intelligence, strength 
of joints, which renders them less lia- 
able to ailments that the common run 
of horses are subject to; gracef 
of figure and gait, large in size, and very 
sensitive on the bit,making them much easier 
to handlo than horses of almost any other breed. 
The finest general purpose horse that we ever 
BAW Was a gelding cross between a Percheron 
stallion anda very common grade mare, the 
horse was on exbibition alopg with its sire 
and dam, at the Mionesota state fair last fal), 
it was the property of Mr. Douglass, a breeder 
of Percheron horses and Hereford cattle in 
Ulinoia. The mother was a very coarse look- 
ing animal and the improvement made in the 
cross was almost incredible. The idea «f 
bringing fourteen hundred poand Ontario 
horses out is’a mistake, for it takes what oata 
semallfarm can produce to properly feed 
them. ‘Tbe proper weight ate be from 
eleven hundred to thirteen huadred pounds, 
a Percheron of the latter weight will thrive 
on ordinary feed, while the heavy Ontario 
horee requires a special bill of tare, There 
are no percherons in this country as yet, and 
until thoy can be obtained we would advise 
sd coming out here to secure the nearest 
reed to them, the heavy Lower Canadian 
French and bring them along, they will find 
as settlers here have already found, that they 
will do the heavy breaking as well as oth r 
kinde of work upon the farm and retain their 
flesh full as well as the elepbantine Ontario 
horse with one half the expense, 

We are enjoying very fine weather at pre- 
sent.

General Luard. 


Tho Ottawa Free Press publishes in its 
Saturday's issue a columuof extracts from 
Canadian journals of all shades of political 
opinion condemnatory of General Luard’s 
conduct at London, and romarks ;—‘'*So 
strong and unanimous an expression of 
opinion from independent persons accus- 
tomed to regard all matters from distinct 
and often antagonistic standpoints shows 
hewgrievously Genoral Luard has offended 
against the proprieties. While we do not 
expect or desire thata General should in- 
dulge in ‘taffy,’ we hold that our citizen 
soldiers are not to be treated with con- 
tumely or contempt by any officer whom 
we may omploy to perform certain duties. 
Uonsidering General Luard’s unfortunate 
manners, wnich are not such as usually 
distinguish British officers and gentle- 
men, and the dislike with which he has 
managed to inspire every one that 
has come across him in an_ official 
capacity, it will not be thought too severe 
were he to be told that the sooner he takes 
bis departure from Oanada the better. 
Before parting from him, however, we 
would call his attention t» the Queen’s Re- 
gulations, wherein it is laid down(p p.135-6, 
par 332), ‘Officers are to avoid reproving 
non-commissioned officers for any irregul- 
arity, neglect of duty or awkwardness in 
the presence or hearing of the privates,lest 
they should weaken their authority and 
Jessen their self-respect.’ We need not 
point out how much more atrongly this 
applies to an officer at the head of his re- 
giment. In par. 330 ‘coarse and oftens- 
ive language’ is expressly forbidden, The 
paragraph concludes with these words ; ‘If 
reproof be necessary, it is to be conveyed 
in such a manner, and in such terms, as 
will make an impression, without hurting 
the feelings of the individual.’ General 
Luuard has clearly violated this rule. In 
doing so he set a bad example, ruined 
himself in public eatimation, and destroyed 
his usefulness.”

ALAND THAT LAYS OVER THR NORTHERN 
PACIFIC BYERY DAY IN THE WHER, 


From the Winnipeg Free Press of the iat. 

Genoral Rossor, Chief Engineer of tho 
Canadian Pacifico Raiiway, arrived in the 
city on Thuréday night by special train, 
after a month’sabsonce in tho Weat,during 
which he drove over the proposed route of 
the CO. P. R. from Grand Valloy to tho 
South Saskatccowan, After crossing tho 
Assiniboine at Grand Valloy the line select- 
ed turns the elbow of that river, passing 
through a country unsurpassed for agricul- 
tural purposes, and avoiding the doop 
chasms of tho Little Saskatchewan. Bird 
Tail Crook and a variety of other canyons 
coming in from the North, giving steep 
grades, heavy works, considerable bridging 
and a much loss favorable country than the 
one d over by the Southern line, which 
consists of a rich black sandy, loam, with 
olay subsoil, growing tho finest variotics of 
wild grasses, with a profusion of poa vines 
brushing the stirrups of riders through it. 
‘his country is traversed by streams of 
flowing water,rising in springsin tho Moose 
mountains and flowing into the Assini- 
boine and..Qu’.Appolle rivers. Lhe bills 
are covered with young poplars which have 
beon for years strugging against prairie 
fires. Some of the standing timber is fit 
for building, and if protected will furnish 
torest wealth, inclading a suflicont supply 
for railway purposes, for some years to 


come. 

The Qu’ Appoelle river, some 300 feet bo- 
low the prairie level, is very difficult to 
cross, therefore it is probable that the O, 
P. R. Company will decide to go round 
the head of it, erecting a bridge near the 
confluence of the stream with the Moose 
Jaw Oreek, where there is an casy grade, 
heavy watérpower, and a magniticent 
country surrounding. 

Timber is found on the Moose Jaw 
Creek, all along the valley of the Qu’ Ap- 
pelle and on the ridges running from the 
Moose Mountains to the Qu’Appelle, until 
within some 30 miles of the Moose Jaw 
Ureok, where the traveller meets with the 
Great Plains of the Souris coming up from 
the hortti-east, and which are entirely 
treeless. But little timber is found on the 
Missouri Coteau and on Old Wives Lakes 
till swift Current Oreek is reached, where 
some spruce and other valuable timber is 
found, 

Pushing on, a region of some 26 miles is 
entered on, where the ‘‘Big Sticks,” in- 
cluding a growth of large poplar, some 
spruce and mountain ash, a very valuable 
growth, are met with. 

The route selected for the O, P. R. by 
Gen. Rosser, starting from Grand Valley, 
on the Assiniboine, winds up the valley of 
Pikestone Creek, passes some 16 miles 
south of Fort Qu’Appelle, at the site of 
the old Fort on Long Lake, and heads tor 
the first passable crossing of the South 
Saskatchewan, up stream from its con- 
fluence with the Red Deer River. 

Gen. Rosser had a Jarge experience in the 
location of the Northern Pacific, and his 
comparisons of that route with the O. P.R. 
are especially valuable, The extreme ele- 
vation of the CO. P. R. is 1,800 feet above 
the sea level, until Qu'Appelle ia crossed, 
where it rises to some 2,200 feet—the South 
Saskatchewan waters being 1,700 feet above 
the sea. Onthe Northern Pacific line, due 
south of a similar point, the altitude is 
2,000 feet greater than on the O, P, R, 
Gen. Rosser, after a month's trip, gives 
it as his decided opinion that between Win- 
nipeg and the headquarters of the Qa’Ap- 
pelle, the general average of the land com- 
pares more than fayorably with the best by 
lands along the line of the Northern Paci- 
fic, and that there are millions of acres far 
superior to the famed lands of Oliver 
Dalrymple, at Cassleton, Dakotah, where 
40 bushels of wheat is claimed us an ayerago

6 route which has been selected by the 

Chief Engineer gives a maximum of advan- 
tages with a minimum of difficulties. Asa 
whole the work averages some 10,000 
yards to the mile, within which figures will 
be constructed a surface line well out of 
the way of the snow, avoiding the use of 
ploughs. 

The line has now beon practically located 
from Portage la Prairie to the head of Old 
Wive's Lake,the next objective point being 
the south branch of the Saskatchewan. 

General Rosser is perfectly satisfied with 
the rate at which the construction contrac- 
tors are proceeding. Track will be laid to 
Brandon by September 10th, avd at least 
130 miles west of there will be graded be- 
fore the snow flies. Track laying west of 
the Assiniboine depends entirely on the 
season. A temporary bridge, suflicient to 
serve a8 false work for the ent struc- 
ture, will be erectéd at Grand Valley. 

_ The General fell in with Sitting Bull a 
little south of the Qu’Appelle,and says he 
is in a starving condition. He, however, 
corrects the general impression that the 
chief has nothing but old men and children 
with him, stating that his followers amount 
to 63 lodges, some of whom are the finest 
men he ever set eyes on. General Rosser 
believes the band are thoroughly determin- 
ed,and that they will starve with Sitting 
Bull rather than submit to the American 
authorities. The whole camp is almost 
destitute,and Bull will probably visit Win 
nipeg and solicit alms. During the recent 
eclipse of the moon, Bull and his followers 
fired atit incessantly, declaring it was asleep, 
and creating a stampede among tho Orces in 
the vicinity. 

The Free Press representative asked the 
General his opinion about the great ques- 
tion in this country, viz :—fuel. He replied 
that ho believed he had obyiated the great 
difficulty by discovering at the head of the 
Qu’Appelle a power suflicient to grind the 
whole produce of the prairies. To quory 
asto coal, he answered that during his 
whole trip he had found no evidences of 
lignite to justify the presumption that full 
of that nature could be obtained short of 
the mouth of the Bow River, the little drift 
coal which he had conie across showing 
that it bad been brought a long way. Ho 
believed that if prairie fires cuuld be kept 
out for ten or twelve years a heavy growth 
of poplar, box elder and mountain ash could 
be secured, but at present the grass growth 
was too heavy and the underbrush so thick 
that two or three years growth of it would 
fovd fires with such intensity as to burn to 
death trees a foot in diamotor. 

Tho Genoral passed through millions of 
acres of dead poplar, ash and box oldor 
killed by fires, but he struck no alkaline 
plains, lakes or wator till within 256 miles 
of the Great Saskatchewan, where he found 
alkali water runningin the Vermilion 
Hills and flowing into tho South Saskat- 
chewan, but pure water, flowing in a diffo- 
rent direction, was found within a milo of 
it. 

All along the line are to be seon the 
camps of the Dominion |Goyernmont sor- 
veyors, who aro subdividing, and it is im- 
possible to drive a milo eastward without 
mooting dozens of sottlors who, stimulated 
by the growing improvement in the lands 
and charmed by the appearance of tho 
country, are bapceep on to their goal on 
the Qu'Appelle claims. Ho believes that 
country will be settled up even before it is 
roachod with the rails,

LET THERE BE HARMONY LN THINGS ESSENTIAL —LIBERALITY IN THINGS NOT ESSENTIAL—CHARITY IN ALL. 


(From the Brewers’ Guardian, London, Eng., 
June 22.) 


The ‘longest day” bas passed away, and 


tho hops bave «till a deal of work to do before 
they Nave surmounted the poles. In forward 
featons by this timo tho bine not only has 
boen well over the poles, but the b-ancheh 
have been well out and ‘shaking hands” across 
thealloys ‘Tho ‘midsummer shoot,” by which 
the lateral branching is meant, will bardly 
be found in any grounds on midsummer day— 
the 24th of Junc—and it wust be said goner- 
ally that the bine is at least a fortnight late, 
In some acasons, when tho bine has been lats 
at tyiog timé, ithas grown afterwards and 
made up toa groat extent for lost time, but 
this year there have been many drawbicks to 
its growth, and it must be said that it has not 
by any means recovered the lost ground. In 
the weok before last there were several days 
unusually cold for the time of yoar; and there 
wore white frosts on the 9th, 10th, and lIth 
of Jane, which cha: ged the color of tho plants 
from dark green to a muddy yellow hue, and 
completely checked their growth for a while. 
Tho ‘‘jumpors” which baye been sbundant 
boyond precedent in almost all dist icts, did 
vory much injury to the bino in its weak state, 
These insets, rerombling tiny grasshoppers, 
of various sizes and colors, suck the juices of 
the plants with their poworful beaks, and 
hinder its progress. In many cases the weak. 
eat plants have beon very seriously injured 
by the determined onslaughts of these little 
boast-, and the planters have been catching 
them upon boards covered with tar held under 
the poles, which are shaken violently, so that 
the *‘jampers,"’ bring alarmed, incontinent! 
trke ‘* headers” into the tar, and aro unable 
to extricate themselves, These ‘ jumpers” 
are evidently in a Jarval state. It is 
thought that they are hatched from eggs de- 
posited in hedges and on grasa towards tho 
end of May. They remain on the hop plants 
for abyut a fortnight and then change to the 
petece insect whose oxactnamo has not yet 
eon ditcovered, thouuh it is thought they are 
the '''frog fies” (Amblijcephalus interriptus.) 
Fleas also have done considerable harm to 
weak bine apon the mora dry soils and upon 
land that lies rough and uncultivated. Thore 
aro flies and lice to be fonnd in most of tho 
Kentish parishes, and there was a decided 
increase during the close, dall weather of the 
end of last week. Jt cannot be denied that 
this is a most dangerous time for an sppear- 
ance or an increase of flies and lice, especially 
as the plants, for the most part, are not too 
strong, and have bocn somewhat predisposed 
to disease by the very changeable weather, 
To parts of the Mid Kent district it is not 
difficult to find two flies upon a leaf, and large 
Yreen lics may be discovered withoat a mic- 
roscope. There is an old saying that two flies 


‘found on an acre towards the end of June are 


sufficient to cause a blight in this part of the 
country. At present there is not much com- 
plaint of flies in Eest Kent, though there are 
some to be seen in most grounds; but in the 
Weald of Kent and Sussex there are too msny 
to be quite agreeable, though the plants there 
do not blight so easily as in Mid and East 
Kent. As arule, the bine is somewhat better 
in the East Kent than in the Mid Kent plant- 
ations. The rain of the 6th and 7th of Jane 
very much helped the working of the land, 
aud toough the bine got yellowish afterwards 
it is now quite reoovered and is going ahead. 
A capital show of bine may be seen iu the 
orack grounds atChilbam, Bekesbourne, Bridge, 
Barham, Pethami, Littlebourne and Wingham; 
also at Faversham, porphen Sittingbourne, 
Newington, Bobbing, Hartlip, aad Sharated, 
Ia the Ashford and bastard East Kent coun- 
try there is not quite so much bine, and it is 
more backward. There the rain has hel 

the season wonderfally, snd enabled the 
planters to get into the land with the nidgets 
and spuds. Much of tho land here, as well as 
in the Weald ot Kent below, looks as if it 
wanted about 25 loads of well made farmyard 
manure per acre, or 15 owt. of rape-duat por 
acre. Not much manure has been put on 
lately, and not much will be put on now. 
Since the, last progress made through the 
Weald of Kent,it is noticed that a good many 
of the weels have disappeared, and the 
grounds lie better. Clods have been broken, 
thanks to the softening influence of the rain, 
and much work has been done to make up for 
neglect in the winter and spring, due to wea- 
ther and other ciroumstances, Still, in all 
this district there ia a deal of naked timber, 
notably near Tenterden, Rolvenden, Shadox- 
huret, Sandhurst, where, though the bine 
looks fairly healthy, ithas a great deal of 
work todo, It seems almost :mpossible that 
a very heavy cropcan be picked here, At 
Benenden and Cranbrook there is a better 
show of bine, and at Headcorn, Marden, and 


Staplehurst there is a very fair appearance ; | You 


but beyond Cranbrook, st Horsmonden, and 
just in the immediate neighborhood, some 
slacknees is apparent. Pasting on to Brenoh- 
ley, it iy seen that the plants are in a healthy 
and vigorous state, theugh here and there 
shortness of bine is noticed. In Tudeley, 
Capel; Paddock Wood, there is much uneven- 
noas, Tho splendid rains of the 18th inst. 
again have materiaily benefitted the whole of 
the Weald, and it is hoped that warm woather 
may follow. 


The Sussex country vory much resembles 
the Weald, inasmuch as the plant-growth is 
variable, and the cultivation and management 
of the hop-land has also been most widely dif- 
ferent, Fine rains, however, have wonder- 
fally changed the appearance of much of tho 
bino, which at the previous yisit looked poor 
and stunted, evidently beaten by the dry, 
hard, untilled state of the ground and the 
want of manure, Tho learned ‘‘special” hop 
reporter of a contemporary found an oxtra- 
ordinary stato of things in these same Sussox 
hop grounds, He found some of the bine 
‘feeling limp at the touch.” In another place, 
though ‘‘the leayes ofthe plant were large 
and fresh, the bine was not very wiry (sic) in 
the stem, as if sturdy and strong.” The ro- 
porter saw insects at work on tho hop-nlants 
like those “in the apple trees close by,”’ Un- 
fortunately, it doos not appear that ho cap- 
tured any specimens of this new hop pest 
whioh feeds alikd on hop plants and apple 
treos, and would be a God-send to entomolo- 
gists. These and kindred wonders he relatos 
rmoako us fear that we go about with our oyes 
shut while his knowledge of conventional 
terms acd practical dotails must astonish the 
natives who read his articlos. 

Improvements has taken place in the Ndon- 
bridgo, Westerham, Sevenoaks, and Oxford 
districts of Kont, where tho bine haa fillod 
up and changed color since tho warmth and 
copious and gonial rains, A good doal of lost 
time has yet to bo made up hore, but the 
plantors soem to by alive to tho fact that hops 
will bo worth growing this yoar, and aro 
atraining overy nerye to grow them. A large 
and most practical planter said lately, ‘If 
hopa-land doos not pay for growiog this yonr 
wo bad b.tter set to work and grub it, for 
thoro never will be auch a chance agsin.” Ib 
cortainly looks at present as if thore will not 
be too many produced in Kont and Sussox, 
Sanguine mon say, ' Ob! don't croak ; there 
is lots of time, A crop wan never lost for 
want of bine, Ifwe only got heat in Jaly 
tho hops will como cut ofthe polor.” ‘This 
May be the case tn ning foasons out of ton, 
but one cannot go about the Kent and Sussex 
plantations without <iscovering that there {is 


good deal of slack bine, and that it is Oxcep- 
tional to find a ground in which the branches 

stand ott in bold relief from the plants, ay 
thoy ought to do at Midsummer time. Mouid | 
bas put in an unwelcome appearance in somo 
places in Mid and East Kent, so much so that 

sulphur is being extensively applied to stop its 

ravages, 

Grest complaints of the injaries caused by 
“‘jutopers," of *‘cuckoos,” as they are locally 
termed, come from Farnham in Surrey, whore / 
tho bine started awsy weakly, and has been 
in some cases completely stopped by the con- 
tinuous sap-sucking of these insects. Conse- 
quently thore is much slackness and uneven- 
noss of bine, both in the Farnham district 
Proper as well as in the “country” Farnham 
district. hore is no mould here, and only a 
few flies and lice to be found ocsasionally, 


Near Hartley, in Hampshire, the top grounds 
4r¢ ina similar condition, ‘‘ Jumpers” have 
exhausted the bine, which started away bad- 
ly, and has not hada chance to got away 
from them. ‘Tho lste caius will, it is hoped, 
Give them a start, At Alton,;three or four 
miles tom Hartley, upon a gravelly soil; son 
which the hop plant seems to thrive better 
this year and which ‘‘jampers” do not ike, 
the bine is vigorous and kindly, At Petera- 
tield,also,on the whole there ia a good prospect, 
There are not flies or lice enough at present 
to cause any fear ofa blight, nor has mould 
pnt in an appearance, and it seems as if the 
“jumpers” would édon depart. Having played 
their parts on the stage of life as larye, in 
which state they do the harm to the ho; 
plants, thoy take to themselves wings ap 
fice away. On the whole, the’ Hants aad 
Surrey plantations donot look as if they would 
yield an average crop, There is of course time 
for immetise improvement, but we cannot see 
enough material to produce more than ordinary 
results,evyen in the most favoring condition. 

_ Cold nights adversely affected the hop plant 
in Worcestershire and Herefordshire, The 
bine was farely feed, except on the heaviest 
land, and was of a dark green shade. _ Froste 
and general low temperature stopped its pro- 
greasy and ‘changed its color. Lately 
Warmer weather and rain have helped it on 
agein, and it requires continuous warm wea 
thor to enable it to produce a satisfactory ro- 
turn. A few flies and lice are found pretty 
generally in these plantations, and though not 
in enflicient quantities to cause tear, At the 
risk of being foolhardy —of rushing in where 
angels fear to tread—and notwithstanding the 
proverbial fickleneds of the hop plant, we 
cannot help expressing an opinion that the 
crop of this season will not be more than equal 
to an average in respect to quantity. Its qual- 
ity must depend upon the weather, as a mat- 
ter of course,

Death of Mr. W. H. Scott, M.P.P. 


We very much regret to record the death 
of Mr. William Hepburn Scott, M. P. P., 
representative of West Peterborough in the 
Ontario Legislature, which took place at 
his brother’s residence at Orangeville on 
the evening of the llth. The asad event 
was not altogether unoxpeeted, as Mr. 
Scott had been for « length of time in poor 
health—so much so that he was unable to 
attend the sittings of the Legislature dur- 
ing the past session, but it will none the 
lesa be deeply lamented throughout the 
Province. By the death of Mr. Scott the 
Conservative party in Ontario sustain a 
severe blow, as he was one of the ablest of 
its members, and was besides a man of 
such characteristics that he was popular on 
both sides of the House. 

Mr, Scott was born at Brampton on 
November 5th, 1837, was educated at To- 
ronto University, and was a barrister and 
aQ: C0. He first contested West Peter- 
borough against Mr. Geo. A. Cox, Presi- 
dent of the Midland Railway, in the gen- 
eral election of 1874 and was defeated by 


45 votes. On the unsoating of Mr. Cox in 


the following year Mr. Scott defeated him 
by one vote, and was re-elected in 1879 by

— - I have obtained from M. Debagorio 
BREAD | BREAD! B READ! Mokriovitch, tho Ruasian Socialist, of 
whose presonce in Switzerland | informed 
you on Thursday, a porsonal narrative of 
his escape from Siberia. M. Mokrievitch 
in about 33 years old. Hoe ia the son of o 
country gontloman and highly educated. 
In 1873 he joined a secret political society, 
and for six yoara was actively engaged in 
what he calla tho revolutionary propaganda 
in Southern Russia. Although constantly 
tracked by the omissarioa of the Third Sec- 
tion, it was not until 1879 that he foll into 
theirhands. In January of that year ho 
was at Kioff, conducting a secret printing 
office, which one day daring his absence 
was ontored by the police. Three of Mok- 
rieyitch’s companions, Brandtnor, Ossin- 
sky, and a third, who died without disclos- 
ing his name, drow their revolvers and 
mado a vigorous resistance, but were final- 
ly captured, and Mokrievitch was taken the 
next day. Allfour were tried by court- 
martial. Brandtner, Ossinaky and the 
unknown were hanged, and okrieviteh 
was sentenced to fourteen years penal 
servitude in Siberia, In June following 
he and some other convicts were sent to 
the central gaol of Mizensk, whence early 
in July they sot out on their long jonrney 
for Oust Kara, where they had td undergo 
their sentences. They travelled part of the 
way via Nijni Novgorod by railway, steam- 
boat and on horseback. The remainder of 
the journey, 1,450 miles,had to be done on 
footandinchains, They marched at the rate 
ofabout 15 miles a day,the nights being pas- 
sed in so-called efapes, small houses swarm- 
ing with vermin and anspeakably filthy, 
where all classes of prisoners,of both sexes, 
"ER | were compelled to sleep huddled together 
on bare boards, Between Krasnoyarsk 
and Irkoutsk M, Mokrievitch and two of 
his companions, Isbitzkey and Orloff, 
changed names and dresses with three 
ordinary convicts who were under sentence 
of perpetual exile. This, M, Mokrievitch 
assures me, is a very common expedient, 
and can be effected at a cost of a few 

rubles. 

His destination was now that of the peas- 
ant whose name he had taken, a settlement 
in the Province of Irkoutsk. Izbitzkey and 
Orloff got away before reaching Irkoutsk, 
probably by the connivance of the guard. 
Orloff was soou recaptured. Izbitzkey has 
never been heard of since, and is supposed 
to have perished of hunyer,or been devour- 
ed by wolyes inthe trackleas forests of 
eastern Siberia. On Noy. 13, 1879, a few 
days after leaving Irkoutsk for Balaganask 
—his final destination—M. Mokrievitch al- 
so gave his escort the slip. As soon as his 
flight was discovered,a number of Bouryats, 
half-savage Mongel horsemen, as keen as 
sléuth-hounds and as Cunning as red In- 
dians, were sent after him, but he succeeded 
in evading their pursuit aod reaching 
Irkoutsk, To avoid recapture, which had he 
gone west would have been almost certain, 
he made off toward the Chinese frontier,and 
after a walk of 700 miles in the depth of a 
Siberian winter he doubled back in the 
direction of European Russia, which he 
reached after a journey of 4,000 miles, per- 
formed mostly on foot. He underwent terri- 
ble hardships and met with many adven- 
tur. Without the frequent aid and gener- 
ous hospitality of the country people, whoare 
noted for their kindness to fugitive convicts, 
he could not possibly haye made good his 
eacape, and lest he should expose those who 
helped him to the vengeance of the Russian 
Government, he does not desire to make 
publicly known the exact direction which 

he took. M. Mokrieyitch’s journey across

LEFROY'S TN IURTES, 

The houso surgeon at tho Brighton Hospit- 
al describes Lefroy as a tall, thin, dark-com- 
plexioned man, abont thirty years of age. 
His face was pale and had marks of blood up- 
on it, and blood down the neck, and dried 
blood at each nostril. He looked weak from 
loss of Hood. He was porfectly compos d, 
was without a collar, an? wore a fro¢k cost 
and grey trousers, and Gibson carried bis grey 
overcoat, which had been taken off He was 
much boemeared with blood, and all his ger- 
tents had blood on them. On the right foro- 
head, just above the eyebrow, there was a 
contused wound about the size of a shilling 
On the back of the left ear there was a small 
gr-zed wound On tho different parte of the 
soalp were six small semi-circular cats exactly 
elike in extent and appearance. There was a 
slight oozing from some off{them.. Tho hands 
were smeared with dried blood, and so was 
the faco and neck. There were no other 
bruises, cuts, or scratéhes to be seen, There 
was noamell of drink about the man in any 
way. The wounds were dreased, and the man 
Was sent away to the station with a constable 
who had arrived from the Brighton Railway 
Station. The patient seemed unwillin 
tostay in the hospital. The doctor did 
not think the .wounds would be produced 
by shot or gravel being thrown up by 
the moving train. The six wounds were 
scattered all about the face three inchee apart. 
Lefroy said he had been shot at with a revol- 
ver, and he did not know how the wounds 
were produced. He seemed very reticent and 
did not like totalk. He did not think the 
wounds suffivient to account for all the blood 
on the head, the appearance of the blood on 
the clothes, and the appearance of the wounds 
would lead one to suppose that the blood had 
not all come from the wounds, but from some- 
where elso. In consequence of this, he advised 
the constable to take the maa down to the 
Town Rall, as somethiog might turn up down 
the Ine. The wounds would have caused not 
necessarily insensibility, but faintness. Nore 
of the wounds, except the abrasion over the 
ear, had at all the appearance of being caused 
by a shot, and this could have been csused by 
sheaf elaé, He hardly thought the inju- 
ries -intlicted, but it was not physically 
impoasible for them (the wounds) to have becn 
so. Some of the wounds might be caused 
by on instrument such as a carponter's 
gouge ‘The inetrument must have been blunt 
—a stick, umbrella, or something of that kind 
Witness thonght the muzzle of a pistol might 
have caused the semi-circular wound if it wero 
pressed hird against the head of a man, and 
the butt of the pistol might have caused ano- 
ther of the wounds. :

Somo of our contemporaries have been 
scolding the Governor General becauso, as 
has been alleged, ho had, whilst inviting 
cortain correspondents of English news- 
papors to accompany him on hia forthcoming 
tour in the North-west, refused to allow the 
reprosontatives of Canadian journals to go 
with the party.

ents to his Excelleocy’s expedition. Much as he 
would like to have had a whole corps d'armee 
of correspondents with him, the Goyernment 

arrangements for much of this long 
and t Jooary. would not allowofit. The 
tlemen who accompany the Governor General 
ve not been sent by newspapers. they have 
been. invited as personal friends of Lord Lorne. 
It will be quite in the power of any mawepaper 
to send ita correspondents so as to report what is 
done in the more settled portions of the country 
travelled, and it is the Governor General's desire 
that all facilities for obtaining information be 
accorded tothem. His ay. hopes that it 
may be borne in miad that our North-Western 
territories and their resources are now well known 
through the medium of the throughout our 
older provinces, but that it is in the old countries 
that ere prevails on the subject.

Storing. Electricity. 


ALLEGED WONDERFUL DISCoY8RY OF BRUSH, 
THE ELECTRICIAN, 


CobveLand, Ohio, July 11.—The Leader 
contains the following :—After years of 
patient and quiet investigation and experi- 
mentivg, Mr. Charles Brush, the electrician, 
has comploted a new invention,’ which he con- 
siders to be an ample reward for his life of 
study aad work, He hss succeeded in perfect- 
ing a method of storing electricity. Faure, a 
French inventor, very recently discovered a 
method of storing electricity, and to use his 
method a company with large capital has been 
formed in Paris. Fauro’s invention was an 
imprtoyement over the invention of Plante 
made some years ago. Plante, s good many 
y<ars ago, des ribed and used on many’ occa- 
sions what he calls.a secondary battery, and 
Faure made some changes in it and additions 
toit, and Called it his invention, It was 
merely # motification of Plante’s secondary 
battery; though of course better perfected. 
Tho nows that F4.ure had invented a method 
of ‘‘bottling electrisity,” as it was called, at- 
tracted much attention in England and 
America, and was, much noticed recently in 
tho Eastern press, What. M... Faure, des: 
oribes as his invention was accomplished by 
Mr. Brush years ago, but the latter was not 
satisfied with such poor results, What 
he has just. perfected goes far beyond» what 
any other inveotor has yot accomplished, 
Mr. Brush’sis a secondary battery in the 
samé onsé as in l"lante’s and Faure’s. There 
is no easentialdifferenco in the basis of the 
threo inventions, The improvements of Mr. 
Bush are in the method of storing and in the 
amount of electricity cvpable of being stored 
in a given time and agivon space. The details 
of his method are entirely different from those 
of the Frenob inventors, and do not infringe 
upon the rights of either of theae gentlemen, 
Me Brush uses for his atorage reservoirs metal 
plates so arranged that they are capable ot re- 
ceiving a very large charge of electricity, and 
holding it for an indefinite time. The sto’ 
roseryoirs vary in siz a4 dosired, and may 
transported frdm place to place and used as 
desired. They maybe put to any uso of 
which clectricity is possible, They can be 
taken about in wagons by day and leftat the 
houses of citizens Like so much ice or kerosene, 
and tivod at night. Each citizen may use his 
own electricity as he pleases. Tho plates can 
be put on atrest oars, connected with the 
axles, and made to ran the cara without 
horses. Railway cars may be ultimatoly run 
in thesamo way. Mr. Brush recently stated 
that ina (given space he was able to store

ting the top rim of it rest in aad bo covered 
by the water; thon close the hole in the bot- 
tom of the flower lot with a cork ; then dash 
wator over tho flowerpot, and ropeat the pro- 
ccss several times a day, or whenever it looks 
dry. —[ &x,

The Farmer. 


When a farmor can so manago his farm os 
to make ‘both ends of the year meet,” even 
if it be with the mont rigid. economy, he 
should bo contented with his lor. If we take 
® survey of the business men of our villages 
an.l cities, we find that only three or four in 
a huulred realize # competence for old age, 
Theo imagine the u shappineas of those who, 
sooner or later, fail to support themselves and 
familios respectably, the cares and anxictics 
that constantly produce pangs and tortures 
that no farmer ever felt These men may 
apparently load pleasant lives, as the outside 
World cannot witness the emotions of a man 
Who daily strains every fiaancisl nerve to 
moct his notes falling due at the hank. Toe 
time between one and three o’clock every day 
in tho city of New York brings more anxioty 
to busiaess men than all the farmers of the 
Un'tod States roalize ina lifetime. 

No, farmers, your lot is not a hard one. 
Your food may be plain and the tut of your 
coats msy not boas fashionable as those of 
tho merchants of the day, but when you lie 
upon your pillows your repose is sound and 
sweet The horrors ot protested notes seld m 
keep you awake at night; and in the morniog 
8 you go around to feed your flocks and view 
your crops that hayo visibly grown while you 
were in the arms of Morpheus, you may take 
more real enjoyment of life in one hour than 
many city merchants and manofacturors do in 
a year. Oar advico is, therefore, be not dis- 
couraged, The times may now be hard, but 
y:U are promised “‘sced-time and harvest” to 
the end, and with hard labor and judicious 
management, you come out in the end vic- 
torious, 


Fertilizing by Green Crops. 


John M. Stahl, io discussing this subject 
in the Western Rural, makes the statement 
that when green clover is pl ughed under and 
incorporated with the soil, eighteon-nine- 
teenth of it is puro gain, and continues ; 

“Te should be rememuered that organic 
bodies or compounds aré made up almost en- 
tirely of four elemonts, carbon, hydrogen, 
nitrogen, and oxygen. How does the plant 
*btain these? Plant food to be available 
must he in a liquid or gaseous condition, not 
solid. Hence no foodcan be obtained from 
the soilunless through the agenoy of soma 
other element. Carbon is derivei from the 
carbonic acid of the sunbosm, principally 
through the agency of the leaves, which de- 
compose the carbonic acid, appropriating the 
carbon to the buildiog up and nourishment of 
the plant, and piving off the oxygen for the 
benefit of animals. Some carbon is carried 
into tho soil and taken up by the roots of the 
plant Butoarbonin the sol is valuable 
chiefly as an absorbent of nitrogen. Its well 
known how important a factor in the problem 
of plant life nitrogen is, sand how hard it is to 
keep it in the soil or anywhere else, In the 
compound of ammonia the nitrogen is absorb- 
ed and held by the carbon of the soil. Hence 
by grenn manuring we gain not only the plant 
food added to the soil. averaging about nine- 
teen limes the amount taken away, and by 
incorporating carbon in the soil we provide a 
way to retsin the yolatile ammonia for the 
fature up-building of the pla: t. 

‘That the plant does not derive all its food 
from thesoil is provable by propositions so 
nearly self evident as almost to merit the 
appellation of axioms and which cau leave no 
doubt of the truth of the proposition. The 
soil is mineral, for it is prodaced by the dis- 
integration of rocks, The rain and storm and 
sunshine crumbled ne rock perbape 2, thous- 
and yeara rhaps only yesterday, to 
form the sont Hence it is mineral Now if 
the plant deri ed all its ford from the soil, it 
would be a mineral and notiog. There would 
beno difference between the vegetable and 
mineral kingdoms. But instead of this, the 
vegetable kingdon takes carbon, hydrogen, 
nitrogen and oxgen, and with a little silicon, 
aluminum, phosphorus, magnesium or other 
minerals, and the resalt is, the vegetable 
plant. 

* Another advantage of greon manuring ie 
that it improves the mechanical texture of the 
soil. This is accompliehed in two ways. First, 
the roots penetrate to a considerable depth, 
cleaving the soiland not only breaking it up 
end pulverizing it in this way, but when they 
decay, furnishing outlets for water, thus se- 
curing drainage. Second, when the tops of the 
plant become incorporated in the soil in any 
way they makeit moro loose and friable. 
This ina very important consideration and 
one very often 0) erlocked, 

‘‘Agaip,in some unexplained way, vegeta - 
tion enriches the soil by shading it, A board 
laid on a pieco of yround, will incresge its 
fortility in tho samo way. How this is done 
has neyer been oxplajned, although it is pretty 
certain that the problom will be solved before 
long. Some of the beat agricultural writers 
agsort that if the atraw was hailed fram the 
threshing machine and spread on the ground 
60 a6 to shade it, it would, enrich the land 
more by shading than by the amount of plant 
fogd added to tho soil by ita decay. Wo all 
know that tho rays of the suo will bura the 
fortility out of the land and bonce wo turn 
under one year what was on tho top the year 
before, By practicing greon manuring we suce 
ooed in shading the land and benefiting it in 
this way, 

“Not tho least of tho aivantages of groun 
manuringis ite availability, Tako, for instance, 
clover. Any ono that han land can reise 
clover and pasture hie hogs, horses, sheep or 
oattlo on it,and yet add to tho fertility of the 
land, whereas he may not be able to add to 
tho land what it needs of fertility in the Pate 
of stable or barn-yard manure, or may not 
#0 circumstanced that he could pay for com- 
moroisl fertilizers. ’ 

“One item in tho value of clovor aa a forti- 
lizer ia almont invariably overlooked. > Tho 
roots penetrate to a great dopth, often fivo or 
six foot,and bring up from theae hidden stores 
the groator part of ite nourishment derived 
from itw soil, This in roturnel to the eyrface 
of the ground whore those plants whase roots 
do not penetrate to great dopth oan eqsily ob- 
fain it.”

Forther resoarches on the 
y int are given in recent numbers of The Mil: 
Zeitung. It is thore shown that the diminu- 
tion in the yield of butter is the same whether 
the milk is carried by rail or by road-wag gon, 
notwithstanding that the kind of motion is eo 
different in the two oases. This result is in 
accordanoe with the opinion expressed by 
Cordes in the article above noticed, that the 
agitatiou of the milk wh ile travelling has noth. 
ing #0 do with tho smaller yield of butter, It 
Was further shown in these Jast eoxporimente 
that tho lors of butter is creater the more milk 
has cooled down before being set to croam at 
the end of its journey, Tho loss of butter is 
much greater if the milk is allowed to stand 
but ten hours than if set for thirty-six hours, 
while, if the milk is put in ice water at once, 
it will throw up nearly all its cream in ten 
hours, Therefore the change which the milk 
suffers ia of such a character as simply to retard 
the risiug of the cream. The conclusion of this 
last investigator, Fjord, is, like that reached 
by Cordes, that it is the partial cooling of the 
milk before being set for the croam te rise 
which causes the loss. The possible extent of 
this loss in some casos is shown in one of his 
6x periments, 

A quantity of fresh milk was divide1 into 
three portions, one of which was set in ice. 
water at ouce ; the other two were allowed 
to cool an Lour by rtanding at ordinary tem- 
peratures, and one of there was then set in 
ice water; the third portion was carried ina 
waggon fortbree hours before being set in ice 
water ; all the samples were allowed to stand 
tenhours, Calliog the quantity of butter 
yielded of the first portion of milk 100 parts, 
the other two gave 70.6 and 73 parts respect- 
ively ; or, in other words, thoro was a loss of 
27 and 29.4 pervent, of butter in the two 
cases, a8 compared with what should have 
been obtained if these two portions of milk 
had, hike the first, been putin ioe water at 
once. The loss was not in all cases 20 great 
os this; but the fact that it may occur, and 
may under certain conditions be so serious. is 
well worthy the attention of managera of 
creameries ; and no lees worthy of their con- 
sideration ia the simple method discovered by 
Fjord, of almost entirely ayviding this loss, 
which consists in heating the milk, as soen 
an re>eived atits destination, up to about 104 
degrees. In the warm season the milk may 
be cooled as soon as drawn, so as to be de- 
livered in a frosher condition at the creamery, 
where it may then be warmed as sbove,— 
N.Y. Tribune, 


One Sided Trade. 


Bonamy Price, free trade, has been autter- 
ing a weak apology for retaliation, but La- 
bouchere speaks out boldly, thus:—‘* Let us 
suppose that we carry Free Trade to its ulti- 
mate consejuences, acd that all foreign 
countries carry Protection to its ultimate 
sonseqnences, Wo should have no market 
for our goods and we should at the same 
time afford a market to all foreigners. Now 
the reason why we (English) are Kree Trad- 
ersjin food and in erticles of primary neces- 
sity, is to onablo us wiye our citizens 
stich Wages as may allow of our competing ad- 
vautageously with other countries in our 
manufactured goods But if we haye no 
market for the latter of what use is it manu- 
facturing them? The fundamental mistake 
that we have made is tosuppose that Free 
Trade is of universs! application. The 
Americans have proved that a country may 
greatly benefit by Protection We are in- 
deed the only absolutely Free Tradera on 
the globo, and what is the consequence? 
Weare nt prospering, whilst other countries 
sre. Wec.uld not iusist apon Reciprocity 
with America, becausé our imports from that 
country are almost entirely composed of food 
and raw products for/our manofactures, but 
whenever this isnot the case Reciprocity 
ought to be the rule We really cannot con- 
sont to be ruined for the sake of a theory, 
anditis full time that our Free Traders 
should learn the very great difference that 
there is between theory and practice No 
doctrine eyer invented by man is of universal 
application. Free Trade is one of those 
doctrines which are proved by making ex- 
ception to it.”’

The Twelfth in Hingland and Ire- 
land. 


There were Orange demonstrations ia vari- 
ous parts of Ireland onthe 12th, At a de- 
monstration near Newry a resolution was 
passed declaring a firm determination to re- 
sist all attempts to destroy the unity of the 
British empire. At Belfast a Uatholic mob 
attacked the Presbyterian Mission hall. At 
Armagh, resolutions were passed calling for a 
fair Jand bill. Viscount Sandon (Conterva- 
tive), addressing ten thousand Orangemen in 
Lancashire, spoke of the wave of Iswlessness 
which has epread over the world and tho at- 
tempt on Garfield’s life. He condemned the

Tho frost has done terriblo hayoo in West 
Olare ; beaytiful potato crops are burned, 
in some cases to the ground. The potatoes 
planted near the sea are not so bad as those 
inland, but in the yicinity of Kilrush the 
stalk are burned and shrivelled up 80 much 
that it is feared they won't again rally.

not yot learned the numbers at Cow Bay. 
The output at Bridgeport is about 100 
tons of large coal daily ; at tho Roserve 
mine it is little over that. Tho domand 
for coal is greater than the supply, 60 that 
at the Roservo anight shift is employed. 
The managers of the coal mines regret that 
more coal was not banked last winter. 
The general opinion all over the Island is, 
that tho revival in the coal trade is due in

So with the $500 granted 
on the *‘Soow Koad,”’ which is a County road 
and therefore being County property that $500 
should not be charged to outside roads, and it 
is unfair for the Reeve to try aod make out a 
case of ‘'geuerous giving” to the ‘*s ore nor- 
therly townubips,” as he well knews that the 
townships baye no control of cither County 
roads or brijges, and I consider it most 
unfair to place it in the light he has done 
before the public, nor d+ I consider his 
dragging in the *$600" granted for ‘‘achoo)s” 
as fair. School grante,he well knows, cannot 
be applied for read purposes ; an well might I 
place all the sums granted for County roads 
and bridges outside of gravel roads that is 

nt iu Sidney this year to the $500 granted 
this year on ‘‘outside roads,” as for the Reeve 
to charge theee »ums \o the ‘ most northerly 
townehips.’”’ 

The amounts I set down in my former c m- 
munication is all (in my opinion) which the 
Reeve should charge as granted to the muni- 
cipalities, and these sums I contend were not 
fairly given, tossy nothing of what I asked 
for, to give to two municipalities each em- 
bracing three townships $200 or an average of 

$66.66 por townsh p, then to three others ¢m- 
bracing two townships $2U0 or an average of 
$100 per township, and then toa single town- 
ahip forming ono municipslity $200, none of 
which was granted for epecisl roads. I find 
that the $200 granted to Tudor ef al was divid- 
ed up by the Council atite Jast session in 29 
parts, averaying from $2 t» $30 perroad beat. 
There was one grant of $3", three of $15 each, 
and the other 25 averaged $5 each, a poor 
way (in my «pinion) to spend money in small 
sums, and which at the best can do very little 
good, unless filling up one mud hole by mak- 
19g two others can be considered a benefit, 

would ak the Reeve of Sidney if there js 
any good reason that those settlers 75 to 90 
miles from the front shculd endure hardships 
when a smaijl sum would enable them to have 
a road to get to mill and market, because his 
“forefathers” or mine had to endure ‘the in- 
conveniénce of bad r ads,” living as they did 
along the borders of Lake Untario, Bay of 
Quinte and the St. Lawrence? They at lvast 
had good water communication, which the 
settlers of the : orth have not and capnot have, 
therefore the more need of help from the 
more wealthy municipalities. There can be no 
doubt that the roads I referred to are ‘‘very 
noc.ssitous” and the granting of the rmall 
sums I asked for wool have been vo great 
burthen to the County, and should not have 
to wait a ‘course of time” to “be entitkd to 
special consideration ” 

As to ‘‘the expenses that might be saved on 
the part of the Council by more work apd 
leas play,” 1 would remark that the Reeves 
and Deputy Reeves are the servants of the 
public, and as such claimiog pay by the day 
ought at least to give six hours each day (ex- 
cepting Tuesday), to the business ot the 
Council, and the question is do they do it! No, 
what with late beginnings and carly adjourn- 
ments they do not oo, and they thereby 
spin out the session until Saturday noon, and 
I assure tho Roeve of Sidney that while I 
occupied a seat in the Council I for one pover 
made speeches long or short to kill tim», but 
was slways r-ady togoon with the work, 
Theo may have been long speoches by more 
than gae,but I think the Reeve of Sidney bas 
alwaya carried the palm for loo speeches and 
for speaking oft«n on most of the subjects be 
fore the Council, as also for ‘‘pl. udiny econo- 
my.” Publi debate ia quite necessary in 
Council, but too much is not always instroc- 
tiveand enly tenda to a waste of valuable time, 
and time is money, 

The cutting down tho number of me otings 
of the Council from five to tree no doubtiaa 
step in tho ightdirection, andI am pluased 
to think thatit hae been done, but that don’t 
altor the cage as to waste of time, or being 
able to adjourn op Friday ard save tho ( Jounty 
from $90 to $95 for the Saturday morning sea- 
sion. It may he that [ exercised a gor d deal 
of influence ia the Council, but | always found 
when | proposed to cont nao business up to 
six o'vlook, that an adjournment moved way 
always in order and Sharttore had to snb- 
mit, 

The Reeve states, ‘but while Mr. Flint 
and myself and a few others could sit and do 
business until 6 o'clock on Thursday or Friday 
6vonings, or if need be to bold an evening soa- 
sion, ancl would preferio do eo—a large ma 
jority of the Council having to return by stage 
or rail could not do #o in most casos bofore the 
aftorocon of the day following. end would be 
under expcneo in the meantime, besides losing 
their day for nothing, hence the reason why 
adjournmentn are made ovor to the leat day, 
and as atulo only somo threo hours ocoupled 
in doing bowiness.””

Boy Murderer. 


TRIAL AND CONVICTION OF THE LAD LEMAITRE, 
WHo CUT UP THE BODY OF A CHILD IN 
PARIS, 


Paris, July 18.—The Court of Assizes met 
yesterday to try one of the most horrible and 
remarkable murder cases on record The 
murderer, named Lemaitre, is a mere lad of 
15, and the victim a little boy of 6, called 
Schaonen. Without any other apparent mo- 
tive than a hideously morbid wish to get talk- 
ed of in the papers, Lemaitre one day last 
February inyeigled Schaonep, whom be bad 
never seen before, intya bed room, and 
there ripped open his stomach, and cut his 
throat. Hoe then gave himself up to the po- 
lice. Lemaitre in his defence asserted that 
he committed the crime under the influence 
of an irrestib’e impulse, but the ocurt refused 
to take bis statement into consideration and 
sentenced him to twenty years’ hard labor 
and ten years’ surveillarce by the police, the 


On the 25th of February, at 9 o'clock in the 
evening, the officer in charge of the police 
station in the Rue de Tanger, Paris, was 
startled by the appearance of a young man 
who made this statement at the desk: “‘My 
name is Felix Lemaitre. I was born in Paris 
on May 2, 1866, Iam an apprentice, I sur- 
render myself to justice for the murder of a 
little boy, whom I hrve killed with a knife 
at the Hotel du Doubs.” Impossible as this 
seomed, M. de Teule, the commissary, gave 
orders for the detention of Lemaitre apd we ot 
in person to secif there was any trath in 
what he sad. In room No, 42 0f the Hotel 
de Doubs he found that an abominable mur- 
der had been committed. On the bed lay the 
naked body of a child, gagged and bound. 
The throat was cut; the body ripped o en, 
The coverlet of yellow wool was clotted with 
blood, Oa the boleter were marks of the as- 
tassio’s fingers which had been carefuly 
wi On the ground was a knife, 
commissary searched the child’s clothes nd 
found in them a school copy book marked in 
the coraer with a namo, '‘‘ Joho Sckaonen, 
No. 17 Rue Caille.” M. de Teule ordered the 


parents learned of the murder through the 
shouts of an excited mob. ‘Shey were poor 
rag pickera and Jes was their only child. 
At the police station, Lemaitre, who in ap- 
ance is sallow, thin and somewhat tall 
or his ago, made a fall confession of his 
crime, ** On the 15th of the month,” he said, 
**I atole 200f. from my employer, M. Siraut, 
of the Rue d’aboukir. I spent the money at 
the theatre and in pleasure exoursions. Yes- 
terday, finding myself penniless, | saw every- 
thing in red (jai vu tout en rouge), and sud» 
denly the thought of killing achild came to 
me, Chance brought into my way the poor 
little boy whom | killed. Findiog him in the 
street, 1 ehowed him a steel chain and m~- 
ised that he should have it if he would Pitlow 
mv. When he wasin my room I tied his 
hands tebiod his back as though in sport. 
Then I undressed him and twice plunged my 
knife into his body, To stop his cries T out 
his tongue end then his throat, I cannot ex- 
= what led me to commit the deed. I 
ad read many novels, and in one of them 
remembered such a acene as I put into execu- 
tion.” The statement was made with perfect, 
coolness. When the crowd began to clamor 
outside the prison, Lemaitre seomed to be 
elated, ‘‘After all,’ ssid he, ‘ the gaillotine 
has been abolished, and even if it were not, I 
am too young for the scaffold.”

Thus she is a little flaer forward, hor bilge 19 
the wake of the fore channels being rounded 
off a bit, and it is thought that sho will rao 
faster off the wind for this ohange. Sho is 
throe feet longer on the water line and six 
foot longer on deck than the Arrow, these 
added lengths being aft. Sho ia thus flaed 
down and narrowed in ordor that sho may be 
easior on tho helm when running. 1t was folt 
that to windward the Arrow could not be 
beaton ; the aimthen was to mako a modol 
which should bo as fast aa the Arrow to wind- 
ward and better than that boat in running 
froo or before the wind. This, Mr, Kirby 
thinks,ho has accomplished ia this now yacht. 
Her dimonsions are 714 feet on deck, 65 at 
tho wator-line, 21 fect beam, and 7 foot lu 
inches depth of hold. Sho is a contro board 
sloop, hor board being of yellow pine, 21 foot 
lovg, 94 feet doop, and 4 inchos thick. It is 
fastencd with about 500 pounds of iroa bolts. 
It plays in a trank of yellow pine with five- 
inch opening, giving it an inch play. Itis 
built into the keeleon in the most solid man- 
ner, its sides being 6 inchos thick at the bot. 
tom, Siochos half way up, and 4 inches 
atthe top, The keel of tho yacht is of 
white oak, 24 by 17 inches, with kee'son 
of the same material, Tho stem is also 
of white oak and the apron is tho natural 
crook of the tree, The stern post is of oak. 
Tho frames aro double, fore and aft, 8 by 9 
inches at the heal and 8 by Sinches at tho 
head, They aro of oak, chestout, hackmatack 
and black walnut, spaced two feet from centro 
to centre, Tho’ garboards and walos are of 
oak, 24 inches thick, and the rest of the out- 
side planking is of yellow pine of the same 
thickness The plankshoer is 5 by 10 inches, 
of oak. Tho stanchions are of hackmatack, 
the rail of oak, and the bulwarks of clear 
white pine. The deck b ams are of chestaut, 
9 by 54 inches, double kneed throughout and 
placed three feet apart. Tho knees are se- 
oured with nut and washer belts, and all of 
the through aad-through fastening is of the 
game character, the reason being obvious. 
The partners are of oak, knood with hackma- 
tack, the bitts aré of locust and tle combings 
of mahogany. The deck isto be of clear white 
pine 24 by 24 inches The yacht will bo bal- 
lasted with lead in pigs, time not permitting 
the making of moulds for castings, and she 
will carry twenty-eight tons, all of it ins'de. 
She is to be fastened throughout in the most 
substantial manner, and as msy be seen from 
the description is to be a boat of more than 
ordinary strength. She will need to be strong 
to carry her spars, which are enormous. Ths 
extreme lovgth of the mart is 83 feet, and it 
is 18} inches in diameter at the partners, aud 
16 inches at the hounds, From deok to hounds 
it is 58 feet, and there are 7 feot of mast head. 
The extrome length of the top-mast {a 36 fost, 
and it is 9 inches iu diameter at the cap. The 
boom is 56 feet long, 12 inches diameter at the 
aheet band, and 9 inches at the jaws ; the foot 
of the sail is 52 fect. The gaff is 35 feet long, 
74 inches in diameter in the middle, The 
head of the sail is 32 feet, the hoist 55 font, 
The bowsprit outboard is 36 feet ; to the jib- 
stay 30 feet.

The Army Worm. 
HOW ITS RAVAGES WERE STOPPED 1N CANADA, 


In view of the report that the army worm 
has appeared in the neighboring republic, and 
is represented to have done great damage to 

wing crops in the Western States, it may 
as well to state that it is about a couple of 
decades since this pest appeared in the Nia- 
gare district, and threatened for a4 time to 
estroy all the growing crops. The late Mr, 
James Lawrie, brother of the present post- 
master of St, Catharines, was at that time an 
extensive farmer inthe Township of Grant- 
ham,and when his year’s labor was threatened 
with destraction by the appearance of millions 
of the army worm—which had previously 
devastated a majority of the farms lying be- 
tween his place and the Niagara River—the 
resolve was arrived at by Mr. Lawrie to try 
a remedy which he had worked out from his 
own ‘‘true inwardness,” or which had been 
handed down to him by his Caledonian fore- 
fathers,and accordingly he commenced opéra- 
tions. The plan he adopted was to plough 
one or more large furrows au deep as the 
plough shear would allow, around eithor in- 
side or outside of the fences surrounding the 
fields oontsining green crops, into which the 
worms fel), and being unable to crawl ont, 
were subsequently covered with dry atraw, 
which was set fire to, andthe result was the 
destruction of all the worms in the fariows. 
Another method which he adopted with con- 
siderablo success was to turn out a large num- 
ber of turkeys, these fowl feeding on the 
worms with the greatest avidity. It mxy be 
stated that the army worm is short lived, 
and if it can be checked in the incipient state 
there is I{ttle or no danger of a second visita- 
tioi—atJeait for many yeary, differing in this 
zetpene from the plague of- grasshoppers, the 
midge, weevil, otc.—Hamilton Times.

The Alleged Bxodus. 


With an unfairness characteristic of Grit 
journals, the Montreal Herald says that 
over 100,000 Canadians havo *‘ exoded”’ to 
the United States during tho past year, 
without showing how this sham ‘‘ exodus” 
is made up. The Utica Herald, with more 
fairnoss, explains the matter when it says 
that all emigrants from Kurope to the United 
States via G.T.R. are counted as emigrants 
from Oanada when they cross from Canada 
into the United States.

‘ There e:migrated from Oanada to the Uni- 
ted States last year 118,664 persons. It is 
proper to state, however, that a part of the 
immigration into the United States from 
Canada consisted of emigrants from Europe 
who came by steamer to Montreal and thence 
reached the lake ports of the United States by 
railroad,” 


The Cheese Duty. 


A great deal of trash and twaddle has of 
late appeared in the Grit press on this sub- 
ject. The following from the Galt Le- 
porter is just to the point ; The time was 
when nearly all the cheese used in Canada 
was made in the United Stater. To develop 
the industry in Canada, aduty of three 
cents per Ib. was put upon imported cheese, 
and from that day to this the industry has 
steadily grown until it is one of the largest 
exports. The Opposition papers say that 
industry does not now require any ‘ protec- 
tion and can stand alone and compete. 
Well, it would be nothing surprising if it 
could, considering the fact that nearly all 
the manufactured article is exported, but 
atthe same time should the duty be re- 
moved, our local trade will suffer, for all 
t.e dealers in our large cities will resort to 
tie.same means of supplying our markets 
as they did inthe days of free trade with 
oats, potatoes, meats, etc. The export 
trade would remain, but instead of con- 
8 iming our own cheese at times, our mar- 
ket would be supplied witha cheaper foreign 
aricle, and freights would be to pay upon 
«1 equivalent of our own make exported.

THE MECHANICS’ INSTITUTE. 

On motion Rey, Mr. McLean was heard in 
behalf of a deputation from the Directors of the 
Mechanics’ Institute (consisting of Messrs. G, 
S. Tickell, Robert Thompson, Mr, Tennant, 
and Rey. Mr. McLean.) Ho briefly stated 
the laudable object the Institute had in view: 
It had supplied a felt want in the community, 
and was much appreciated by many, especially 
by young men, The membership, however, 
had decreased greatly of late. This fact, to- 
gother with otberciroumstances, had compelled 
the Directors to appeal to the Council for aid. 
The aid hitherto granted by the Government 
would probably in the future be withdrawn 
from tho Institute, as it was to be hedged in 
by such conditions as the Institute would pro- 
bably not be able tovomply with.

Diamond thought the amount ssked for was 
much too great, seeing that the force was 
now smaller by two members than it was 
last year. 

Ald, Henderson said that tlo great mis- 
take was tho borrowing of the $90,000 from the 
bank and issuing the debentures to that 
amount, He belicved in making the cx- 
ponditurer remain withio the receipts and re- 
fraining from berrowiog money at all, if it was 
possible to do so. It was no doubt absolutely 
necessary to borrow a certain amoupt io order 
to meet the overdrawn account; but there was 
no necessity to raise as much as was aired, 
We would have to pay in future for the low 
rate of this year which is promised us—this 
low rate being the result of the surplus of the 
borrowed money being applie| on this year’s 
liability. 

Ald. Dickson—Never mind ! 
bully time for one year ! 

Ald, Henderson spoke further, and with 
much force, against the principle of borrow. 
ing funds to pay off our indebtedness, He 
would favor the levying of an additioval two 
mills, There were mony items of expenditure 
which would have to be met in the near 
future by this Council—:mprovements on 
streets, water-worke, aid to the Hospital, &o, 
—and it would be far better to save money in 
order to mevt this experditure than to lower 
tle rate this year to such an extent as prce- 
posed, 

Ald, Dun. et objected strorgly to the esti- 
mates as they stood. He claimed that the 
$43,0(0 surplus carried over from Isst year’s 
receipts should not be leyied on this year, 
We had no right to reduce the rate by loevy- 
ing on this amount, 

Ald, Dickson was opposed to delay. If 
the Estimates were sent to the Finance Com- 
mittee agaio and there discussed, a night, as 
last year, would be taken up in Committee, 
and whatever the majority might agree upon 
to report to this Council the discussion would 
be re pened and eplarged in the larger Com- 
mittee of the Whole in Conncil, and as the 
Estimates had been for weeks in the hands of 
each Alderman and so long had ben the de- 
lay, it was bighly desirable they should be 
disposed of now, He said, taking Ald, Dun- 
net's statement that the permanent debt of 
the municipality had been increased by $130,- 
000 in consequence of cheap taxea in by yone 
yeare aso starting point, the effect must be 
appsrent, The interest we had paid and must 
continue to pay on this tum, enormously in- 
creased the amount which we were now ford 
to pay, and the Estimates, as before the 
Council, were simply a continuation of this 
system. Last year we levied in rcund num- 
bers $10,000 less than our requirements for 
the year, and it was proposed to raise some 
$6,000 or $7,000 leas this year, The result 
of such finanging was self-evident ruin, insol- 
vency.
